About Raccoons 


It was announced this week by 
William W. Pope, M.D., Garrett 
County Heala Officer, that 
several cases involving the 
possession of raccoons as pets 
have come to his attention. 
Althougth this may be legal if the 
animal is captured duriny the 
hunting, season and a Natural 
Resources permit 1s obtained, it 
is a hazardous health practice, 
according to Dr. Pope. 

Pope said there has been an 
outbreak of rabies in raccoons 
duriny the past four years. with 
infected amals being tden- 
tified in the West Virginia 
counties of Mineral, Hampshire, 
Hardy and Pendleton. as well as 
In five counties in Virginia. 

Rabies in wild animals does 
not have the classic symptoms 
and short incubation period 
common to doyzs and cats, Pope 
said. The disease may be 
present and conununicable in a 
normud appearing raccoon. It is 
ulso not possible, he said. to 
protect 4 raccoon from the 
disease by the vaccines which 


are used for dugs and cats. 

Rabies can be prevented by 
avoiding contact with suscep- 
tible wild animals such as 
raccoons, skanks and bats, 
vacemiation of household dogs 
and cats, and by vaccines and 
sera when a person ts bitten by a 
rabid animal The treatments to 
prevent the disease if started 
soon after exposure are ef- 
fective, Pope said, but cost over 
$000 per case. However, he 
warned, once the disease catch- 
hes hold in the human being 
and shows its first sign, the 
disease in incurable and death 
follows rapidly

A RETIREMENT 

We have talked before of 
some of the options open to 
alder people who have decided 
to move from the house in which 
thes raised their families and 
pursued their careers. 

One of the very important 
options we have not yet dis- 
cussed Js retirement resi- 
dences. 

What is meant by retirement 
residences? They are not ‘‘nurs- 
tiny homes.”’ Instead, they are 
places where financially inde- 
pendent retirees who are well 
enough to take cure of thern- 
selves and to get about on their 
own, can live among. their 
peers. In many such facilities 
most of the burdensome and 
routine housekeeping chores 
are performed by staff. 

There are several types of 
retirement residences. 

One self-explanatory type is 
the housekeeping apartment. 
Some of these provide meals 
and recreational or social 
activities, and some are 
federally and state subsidized. 

Akin to the retirement 
apartments are retirement 
hotels, which usually offer fur- 
nished rooms cor suites), maid 
and linen service and at least 
one meal. As in the case of the 
housekeeping, apartments, pay- 
ment is venerally miade in the 
form of a monthly rent. Expect 
to find these hotel facilities run- 
ning the pamut from old to 
modern, frum modest tu luxur- 
lous. 

Next there ure the full- 
fledged retirement homes and 
life-cure facilities. In them. 
offerings ure quite complete.

meals, maid and linen service, 
specially planned group activ 
ties and in some cases, infirm 
aries or convalescent units. The 
Maryland Office on Aging: is 
now in the process of certifying 
some twenty new continuing 
cure tor hfe care) facilities. 

As their name implies, some 
life-care facilities offer compre- 
hensive supporting services for 
the duration of their residents” 
lives. Must, however, insist that 
an applicant be in reasonably 
ood health before being ad- 
mitted. 

According to the American 
Association of Retired People 
and the National Retired 
Teachers’ Association, two 
organizations which keep care- 
ful watch over matters concern- 
ing older Americans, life-care 
facilities can be expensive. 
Many charge entrance fees 
which vary from $20.00) to 
$70.40- und those fees are in 
addition to the monthly fees 
which follow 

Some church sponsered facil- 
ities require that all assets, 
including property, monthly 


pension and Sucial Security 
checks be assigned to the 
facility. In another arranye- 


ment, you may buy property, 
such as a4 Cottaze, with the pro- 
vision that upon your death the 
property returns to the 
institution. 
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Some facihties, however, 
may operate on a simpler 
monthly fee basis. 

Because of the wide array of 
retirement residences in opera- 
tion. and because of an equally 
wide array of financial arrange- 
ments that can be made regard- 
ing living in them, you should 
conduct careful and thorough 
reseurch before making any 
decision. Maryland's Con- 
tinuing Care law requires that 
the State Office on Aging com- 
pile and distribute information 
on these facilities. 

One place to start is the office 
of the Retirement Research and 
Welfare Association, an affili- 
ate of the AARP. The Associa- 
tion has compiled descriptions 
of retirement facilities in each 
of the United States. You tnay

Naval Academy official Tues- 
day flatly denied allegations 
that a black nudshipnian was 
expelled from the school a 
month before this year's 
graduation because of racial 
discrimination. 

School spokesman Dennis 
Boxx suid senior Midshipman 
Dennell J. Green of Baltimore 
was expelled because of gener- 
al disciplinary problems that 
had earned hin nearly three 
times the number of demerits 
permitted during a three year 
tour as an enlisted man in the 
Murine Corps. leveled the 
charge of racial diserumination 


in a lawsuit filed in US. 
District Court in Bultumore. 
sludye Norman FP. Ranisey 


Issued a temporary restraining 
order lust week preventing 
Green's transfer until a hearing 
can be held to deternune if the 
injunction should be permanent.

(UPI) 
Timonium Race Course has 
tightened its pre-race testing of 
horses since chief veterinarian 
Davie Paice was fired last 
month, race track verterinari- 
ans suid Tuesday. 

1 wouldn't call it a 
crackdown, but we are definite-

More horses have been 
scratched in recent days than 
in the carly weeks of the 
season. racing officials said. 
Eight were scratched in the 
first 12 days alone of racing at 
Timonium. 

Officials udded that the pre 
race examinations will become 
even more stringent beginning 
in September. 

Brackett said part of the 
reason for the tougher pre-race 
policy stemmed from the 


nature of the Timonium track. 
There are going to be a lot of 
sore horses here,” he said. “If 
they weren't sore, they 
wouldn't be running at a half- 
mile meet.” 

Racing in Maryland returns 
next month to the mile tracks. 
The veterinarians have insist- 
ed that all horses jog in front of 
them before they race, a policy 
not in effect when Paice was in 
control. 

If a horse jogs sound, | 
don't require the trainer to 
remove the bandages,” said 
Brackett. “But if the horse is 
sore. [ want to feel those legs.

largest rate since November 
1980. 

Seusonal hiring, especially in 
fuod processing, outnumbered 
layoffs in stupbuilding and 
repair. 

In the Baltimore metropolitan 
area, the unemployment rate 
rose from 7.2 percent to 8.1 
percent. Initial claims for 
unemployment insurance in- 
creased, us did the number of 
unemployed people entering 
and reentering the labor force. 
Seasonal hiring in food 
processing. trade and services 
did not occur as widely as the 
statewide level because of the 
year-round nature of the area’s 
industries, Hettleman said. 
Unemployment in the Mary- 
land suburbs of Washington. 
DC. rose from 3.9 percent in 
May to 47 percent in June, 
Hettleman said

In Western Maryland, the 


unemployment rate soared 
from 8.5 percent to 9.3 percent. 
Employment increased with 
seasonal hiring in services 
outnumbering seasonal layoffs 
in schools, Hettleman said. 

Garrett County registered the 
largest jump in its unemploy- 
ment rate, from 12.2 percent to 
15.5 percent. 

Hettleman attributed the sea- 
sonal nature of the economy in 
Southern Maryland and on the 
Eastern Shore to an advance in 
employment in all 11 counties, 
where there was wide-spread 
seasonal hiring. 

In Caroline, Somerset and 
Worcester counties, trends dif- 
fered from those statewide.

Hearing On Reapportionment 
Draws Little Interest, Testimony 


ANNAPOLIS (UPI) — The 
meeting Tuesday was billed as 
a public hearing on legislative 
reapportionment, but about the 
only people who showed up 
were legislators.

There are currently 20 blacks 
in the 188-member General 
Assembly: six in the 47- 
member Senate and 14 1n the 
141-member- House. 

All except Anne Arundel 
County Republican Sen. Aris 
Allen are Democrats and are 
from either Baltimore or 
Prince George's County, the 


two ureus of the state where 
levislative representation may 
be lost because of declining 
population between 1970 and 

1980.

Researchers Use 


Scene 


Video Games 


To Measure Drug Reactions 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — Re- 
searchers are using specially 
wired video games to gauge the 
possible ill effects of epilepsy 
drugs on the learning and 
behavior of children. 

What appears to be a normal 
scene of children electronically 
zapping invaders from outer 
space is actually a scientific 
test “measuring the number of 
nustaxes they make, reaction 


time, and the rate at which 
they are able to learn new 
information” says Dr. John 
Freeman, chief of neurology at 
Johns Hopkins Hospital. 

The study is being conducted 
by researchers at the John F. 
Kennedy Institute for Hand- 
icapped Children and Hopkins 
University School of Medicine. 
Study director Freeman said 
two anti-convulsant drugs ap- 


to train a controller. Who's

The results of the study, 
Freeman said, should deter- 
mine whether one drug is more 
effective than the other without 
causing abnormal behavior. 
The researchers want to 
know which drugs to choose to 
soop epileptic seizures but at 
the least cost to the child. 

During the study, each child 
will be given phenobarbital for 
six months and then the other 
druy. sodium valproate, for 
another six months. 

Only when the entire testing 
process is over will the 
researchers be able to deter- 
mine which drug causes fewer 
learning and behavioral prob- 
lems for the child. 

It is very probable, Freeman 
added, that the results of this 
study on children can also be 
used in treating adults with 
epilepsy.

WVU To Open New Diagnostic Lab 
For Treatment Of Heart Disease 


MORGANTOWN, WV (UPI) 
— Doctors at the West Virginia 
University Hospital say they'll 
soon have better pictures to use 
in diagnosis and treatment of 
heart disease. 

The hospital is opening a 
laboratory in which simul- 
taneous moving pictures will be 
taken of the heart from two 
angles. 

“The heart is a moving organ 
and to get the best view of how it 
is functioning we must make 
use of moving pictures,” said 
Abnash Jain, Chief of the Divi- 
sion of Cardiology. 

Jain said equipment in the $1 
million lab will provide better

It is a sad reflection on 
modern life that companies 
providing home security 
systems do a thriving business. 

According to the latest 
figures from the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, resi- 
dential burglaries accounted 
for 64 percent of the 3.3 million 
break-ins reported to police in 
1979. Homeowners and apart- 
ment dwellers lost $2.1 billion in 
valuables and money to 
bur#lars in 1979, or an average 
of $644 per burglary. 

Not surprisingly, many 
consumers are anxious to find 
ways to prevent—or at least 
deter —a burglar from breaking 
into their homes. Some people 
install special locks on their 
doors and windows; others go 
even further and purchase 
elaborate home alarm systems 
that nut only give off loud noises 
but automatically alert the 
police or a central station as 
well. 

Before buying one of these

home security systems, you 
should check either with our 
Consumer Protection Division, 
the Better Business Bureau or 
the Maryland Home Improve- 
ment Commission (which 1s 
part of the state Department of 
Licensing and Reyulation) to 
make sure you are dealing with 
a reputable company and a reli- 
able product. If vou buy a bogus 
or malfunctioning alarm 
system, you could be worse off 
than before, because you'll 
think you're protected when 
you're not. Your local police 
department also can give you 
tips on home security. 

One relatively inexpensive 
and easy-to-install security 
device is a deadbolt lock. A 
deadbolt is a solid metal bar 
that spans the space between a 
door and its frame. It’s called 
“dead” because no springs are 
used to operate the bolt. It must 
be locked and unlocked with a 
key and cannot be pushed back 
by burglar tools. 


TAX RATE TRENDS 


By James Burley 

With the year’s local 
property tax rates set and the 
tux bills mailed, now might be 
a pood time to take a look at 
what has happened. Froni the 
taxpayer's standpoint, the 
picture is getting brighter. 

The combined average of the 
local property tax rates rose 
by only one cent. If this does 
not set a precedent, it at least 
compares fuvorably to the 
seven cent average increase 
the previous year. There are 
some other good signs. Nine 
counties avoided any increase 
and kept their rates the same 
as last year. Another eight 
counties were actually able to 
reduce their rates with an 
average reduction of seven 
cents. 

Less than a third, or seven 
counties, (Anne Arundel, 
Baltimore, Charles, Harford, 
Howard, Worcester, and 
Baltimore City) found it 
necessary to increase their 
rates, the average increase 
being twelve cents. But, even 
here, there is some 
significance in the fact that 
this is the smallest group. 

No doubt, the constant yield 
tax rate provision has had 
some effect and is working as 
intended. The Constant Yield 
Tax Rate, a _ statutory 
provision, is the rate which 
would produce the same 
revenue from year to year 
through adjustments made to 
compensate for changes in the 
assessable base. It is based on 
the proposition that as 
property values and taxable 
assessments rise by reason of 
inflation or other forces, the 
tax rate should decline 


proportionately. thereby 
protecting property owners by 
muintaining revenue derived 
from property taxed at a 
constant level. 

The constant yield rate, 
wtuch is provided to the local 
governments individually by 
the Assessments Department, 
is not mandatory. The locally 
elected officials have the 
responsibility for setting the 
local tax rates. Following due 
consideration, if local govern- 
ments do not adhere to the 
constant yield rate for their 
jurisdiction, public meetings 
must be held before the actual 
property tax rate is set in 
order to give members of the 
public a chance to air their 
views. 

Constant yield is an im- 
portant component in the 
system of checks and balances 
as it relates to local taxation 
and helps to offset the pressure 
from special interest groups 
who are generally urging 


greater expenditures for 
specific purposes at taxpayers’ 
expense. 


Constant yield has been in 
effect four years. A number of 
counties have kept the tax rate 
at the same level as the con- 
stant yield rate some of those 


years. To their credit, four 
counties, Calvert, Prince 
Georye's, Talbot, and 


Washington, have tax levies 
the same as their constant 
yield rates for the current 
taxable year. Three counties, 
Prince George's, Talbot, and 
Washington, deserve special 
mention for keeping their tax 
rates to a level at or below the 
constant yield tax rate since its 
inception four years ago.

If you decide to buy a burglar 
alarm system, there are a 
couple of things you should look 
for or consider. 

eSee if the system has been 
tested and rated by the 
Underwriter's Laboratory. A 
UL listing is a good guarantee 
that the system will do what it's 
supposed to do. 

eThe system should have an 
auxiliary power source such as 
a battery so it will work even if 
your home loses its power 
temporarily or a crafty burglar 
cuts your power lines. 

eThe alarm should be loud 
enough to be heard throughout 
your home, even if the doors ure 
closed. That probably means 
It’s loud enough to scure off any 
burylar, too. 

elt’s helpful if the system has 
a signal you can test to make 
sure it’s “armed” and working 
properly. 

eSome experts think the best 
alarm systems are those con- 
nected to a 24-hour, central 
monitoring station, where the 
alarm sounds simultaneously 
and can be interpreted by 
workers. who decide on the 
proper response, either contact- 
ing police, firefighters or para- 
medics. In addition, if you set 
the alarm off accidentally, you 
have a few minutes to cull the 


station and cancel it. 

There are a number of other 
precautions you can take to dis- 
courage would-be burglars. 

eTo prevent burglars from 
opening: your windows, either 
install inexpensive locks that 
use a key or—more simply— 
just drill a downward-slanting 
hole through the window frames 
where they overlap and insert a 
nail or pin. That'll stop the 
buryvlar from opening the 
window from the outside or lift- 
ing a sliding door out of its 
track 

eWhen you're away, use auto- 
matic timers inside your home 
to turn lizhts—and even radios 
and air conditioners—on and off 
at different times. This will 
muke your home look occupied. 

elf you are leavmy on Va- 
cation, stop newspaper and 
mail delivery. If possible, ar- 
range for neighbors to mow 
your lawn or shovel snow from 
your path if necessary, and 
even put some of their trash in 
your outside containers, to sug- 
pest that people are inside your 
home. 

Don't hide keys under door- 
mats or in mailboxes or on top 
of door frames or in planters. 
Every burglar—even the 
amateurs—knows those hiding 
spots.

Background Scripture: 

Deuteronomy 29: 1-15. 
Devotional Reading: 

2 Samuel 7: 18 

A little boy was being guided 
(dragged?) through the museum 
of Natural History by his moth- 
er. “And next,’ she assured 
him, ‘'we are going to see homo 
sapiens.” But, when at last they 
stopped before the exhibit, the 
little boy protested, ‘*That’s not 
homo sapiens, that’s a man!” 
It took the patient mother quite 
some time before she was able 
to explain that he too was a ho- 
mo sapiens. It astonished him 
to realize that, without knowing 
it, he had been a homo sapiens 
all along. 

What You Have Seen 

The little boy's experience was 
not as unique as it may sound. 
] ots of us discover from time to 
time along life’s road that we 
are part of something we here- 
tofore didn’t know even exist- 
ed. we are all God's children, 
even if we don’t acknowledge 
him as Father. All of us bear 
his divine image, even if we 
don’t acknowledge him as crea- 
tor. 

So it may be with God's cov- 
enant people: we may be mem- 
bers of that group without think- 
ing of ourselves in that light.

ular term in Christianity today. 
Few of us think of ourselves as 
being part of the covenant peo- 
ple of God, but that doesn't 
mean we are not—we simply 
may not recognize that we are. 

What makes for a covenant 
people? 

Deuteronomy 29 gives us 
some clues. For one thing, cov- 
enant people are those who have 
experienced the grace and pow- 
er of God in their own lives. As 
Moses put it to the people of Is- 
rael in the land of Moab, ‘‘You 
have seen all that the Lord did 
before your eyes in the land of 
Egypt... the great trials which 
your eyes saw, the signs, and 
those great wonders . . .”’(Deut- 
cronomy 29: 2, 3). If you have 
seen anything of the power and 
grace of God in your life, you 
belong to the covenant people 
—and if you haven't, you simp- 
ly haven’t opened your eyes and 
ears to God's presence). 


Do the Covenant 

Another test, according to 
Moses’ criteria, is whether or 
not in your life you are doing 
what Giod wants you to do. 
“Therefore be careful to do the 
words of this covenant,’ (29: 
9). We may not be consciously 
aware of trying to perform our 
covenant responsibilities, but if 
we are trying to do Gods will in 
our lives, that is an indication 
that we are one of his people. 

The third test, according to 
Moses, is an awareness that we 
are part of something beyond 
ourselves. We may not think of 
that ‘something’ as God’s cov- 
enant people, but so long as we 
are aware that others have come 
before us, that we are now one 
with others throughout the uni 
verse, and that others will come 
after us, we are in truth within 
that great company of God’s 
people bound together by his 
love and grace.

Re-Emphasize 
Speed Compliance 


State Police this week ex 
pressed concern aver the 
Increasing number of people 
killed on Marvland bghways 
As of midnight. July 29. 460 
people had lost their lives on 
Maryland highways, compared 
to 410 during the saine period of 
tune last year 

Maryland traffic deaths 
claimed 772 lives during 1980 
which is a 10.1% increase over 
the previous vear. Thus Is the 
highest toll since 822 persons 
lost their lives in 1973. 

Traffic surveys conducted by 
the State Highway Adminis- 
tration indicate that motorists’ 
speeds have increased around 
the state. The quarterly speed 
survey ending June 30, 198] 
shows that 52% of motorists 
travelling on 59 mph roads: are 
exceeding the speed lut. but 
only 15% over 60 mph and 2 2', 
over 65 mph 

Colonel Thomas S. Snuth. 
State Police Superintendent, 1s 
concerned that vehicle speeds 
have gone up und is sending a 
stern warning to those mutor- 
Isty who continue tu exceed 
pusted speed limits. Smuth 
punted out that conscientious 
drivers are frustrated when 
other motorists speed past 
them. 

Special instructions have 
been handed down to the Field 
Operations Bureau which out- 
line certain features in an effort 
to reduce speeding in Mary- 
land. One of the features will be 
the high visibility of State 
Polke cars to serve as a 
constant renunder to all motor- 
ists to voluntarily comply with 
the speed Iuruts. Another mayor 
component will be the increased 
use of non-traditional enforce- 
ment techniques that will in- 
clude the use of trucks, vans. 
foreign cars and even aitreraft 
to clock speeders. Many 
habitual speeders rely on CB 
radio and fuzz busters to 
circumvent police traffic 
enforcement efforts. The use of 
covert vehicles by troopers will 
Muke their identificution by 
speeders difficult. 

Some motorists, particularly 
Interstate drivers, tend to 
accelerate after they have 
Pussed radar monitoring loca- 
tions, Smuth said. Radar oper- 
ations are being increased and 
special! teams will be working in 
tundem. “Moving” radar and 
Vascar will be used extensively 
on Maryland highways. he 
Stated 

According to Col. Smith, “If 
we all slow down a little we can 
save lives. If you leave a few 
munutes early you reduce the 
tendency to speed and will have 
a more pleasant drive.”’ Smith 


added that if motorists continue 
to speed they will be arrested. 
Wednesday afternoon Colonel 
Snuth met with members of the 
Maryland Troopers Association 
and discussed plans for this re- 
emphasis of speed compliance. 
The Trovners Assuciation an- 
nounced that they gre in full 
support of this endeavor.

Maryland State Comptrolle: 
Touis 1.. Goldstein announcec 
recently that $270,255,087 was 
spent on taxable entertainmen. 
in Maryland during Fiscal 
Year 1981, a 15% increase 
compared to the $229,554,920; 
spent during the previous 
fiscal year. 

“Marylanders continue to 
increase their spending on 
entertainment and leisure 
activities,"’ said Goldstein, 
noting that the counties, and 
cities and towns of Maryland 
benefited to the tune of 
$13,948,302 in Admissions and 
Amusement Tax revenues 
during Fiscal Year 1981, up 
18.8% over the $11,741,744 
distributed to the subdivisions 
for Fiscal Year 1980. 

“More tax revenue was 
received from night club en- 
lertainiient than any other 
form of taxable entertainment 
reported,’’ Goldstein said, 
pointing out that the $68,569,728 
spent for night club admissions 
and entertainment yielded 
$2,731,890 in tax revenue. 

Spending for other forms of 
taxable entertainment included 
$46 909,618 for movies, 
producing $2,557,826 in tax 
revenue. The explosion of 
arcades and amusement 
centers made spending in coin- 
operated amusement devices 
the fastest growing of any 
category. Players spent 
$50,782,408, up 37% over the 
previous fiscal year, producing 
tax revenue toaling $2,061,274 
for Fiscal Year 1981.

Stimpson in Gene Wilder's ‘Our 
Town;” Mr. Kraler in ‘‘Diary of 
Anne Frank,’’ and Shidan 
Whiteside in ‘‘The Man Who 
Came to Dinner,” by Hart and 
Kauffman. The latter character 
was, up until last week's role at 
the Playhouse, von Eckarts- 
berg’s favorite role. “I loved 
that," he said, ‘I played an 
arrogant old man. I got to yell 
at everyone, and I had so much 
fun with it.” His first big lead, 
Chris described that role as a 
“huge part.” 

At St. Albans the school di- 
rector injected a unique exper- 
ience into the lives of the cast of 
“The Diary of Anne Frank,” 
Chris recalled, by showing 
actual films of concentration 
camps in World War 11, which 
the student described as “awful 
and disgusting. He wanted us to 
feel what the characters were 
feeling.” 

In the summer of 1979 Chris 
was cast as Rudolph in “The 
Matclunaker,” a production by 
Shakespeare and Company. His 
first paid acting experience, he 
participated in about 25 produc- 
tions of that play. The catch, 
Chris recalled, was that after 
about the tenth show the part 
started to become automatic, 
and the actor found it “difficult 
to keep up spontaneity and 
energy every night.” 

He has no problem with that 
at the Garrett County Play- 
house, and Chris said he is “still 
amazed that the plays are put 
together so fast, just one week, 
but opening night always comes 
together.” Here, in respect to 
the heavy schedule the com- 
pany endures and the large 
amount of time spent rehears- 
ing and performing, ‘‘the 
(weekly) change keeps you 
going.” 

Chris said he always played 
character parts “(such as an 
old mun, or sonieone who isn't 
you)" until last summer's pro- 
duction of ‘Table Manners,” 
when he was cast as Tom. It 
was the first straight part he 
ever had, but he feels one of his 
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best roles. 

A lover of comedy and farce, 
Chris is right at home with Gar- 
rett County’s company of 
actors. Last week’s one-act play 
“Crossed Roads,” part II of 
“Road Hazards,” was written 
by Milburn Mehlhop 
“expressly”’ to be performed by 
Chris and Cather MacCallum, a 
distinguished actress and di- 
rector who has pained the 
respect of Garrett playgoers 
since 1975. Playing the part of a 
17-year-old burglar, Chris said 
that has become his favorite 
role. “When I think that Mil- 
burn thought of me when writ- 
ing it, I wanted my_per- 
formance to be letter-perfect, 
wanting not to disappoint him," 
he said. 

In addition, Chris was faced 
with a rapid character transi- 
tion last week, from the rule of a 
35-year-old husband and father 
in Part I to a 17-year-old 
juvenile delinquent in Part II. 
He noted that “‘It’s a lot of fun to 
play two roles in one night and 
try to make them as different as 
you can." Even with having to 
change his voice, Christ stated 
that the hardest part in the 
transition was changing make- 
up and appearance before the 
end of intermission. 

“The script was great, the 
part was so funny and Cather 
was a blast to work with.”’ he 
said, adding that, “When plays 
end here, it’s really sad... I'm 
really going to be bummed out 
when this one is over, the one 
written for him,"’ his personal 
part played. 

As a freshman at Dartmouth 
Chris appeared in several pro- 
ductions with the Dartmouth 
Players, and he won an acting 
citation in the Eleanor Frost 
Play Competition for his per- 
formance in “The Matter of 
Kelly’s Dog,” an original script 
by Monte Brauer. 

The student's interest in 
architecture began this year 
through “an amazing 
professor” of a History of Art 
course Chris had taken. That 
course and Design and History 
of Architecture courses were 
his favorite classes all year, 
branching his already estab- 
lished art background into the 
field of design. Chris said he 
likes to “relax by drawing," but 
finds little time for pleasure 
drawing at school. Working 
primarily with pastel and ink, 
von Eckartsberg has won 
awards for his artwork. 

Still, his major endeavors at 
Dartmouth seem to be ‘getting 
the requirements out of the 
way” and playing soccer. A 
responsible, hard worker, he is 
forced this summer to take time 
out to practice the sport as often 
as possible, to keep in shape for 
the fall season. How does he 
keep going with the hectic Play- 
house summer schedule and the

As early as 1607, iron 
items were being 
forged at Jamestown, 
Virginia. It was not 
until the 1700’s that 
American ironware be- 
pan to take on its own 
distinct style and 
started to turn away 
from the style of the 
European ironmakers.

Flea collars and tags are another way to attack vour pet's 
flea problem. These products will slowly release insecticides for 
several months. if you follow directions for use carefully. The 
collars shwuld be carefully adjusted so they don't rub the pet's 
coal or irritate the skin. The tags must be close enouzh to the budy 
so pets can't chew on them 

Treating vour pet is only half of the solution to the flea 
problem. The fleas must also be eliminated from your home or 
yard. If vou don't deflea vour pet's surroundings, the cat or doy 
will be reinfected in a few days. 

You can begin by thoroughly vacuunung the entire house,

Energy Research 


Four University of Maryland 
research scientists have been 
awarded a two-year grant to 
study the economic and 
technical feasibility of using 
vepetable oils as an alternative 
fuel source. 

Oils such as those squeezed 
from peanuts, soybeans, 
sunflowers, rape seed and 
winter wheat could be used to 
“extend"’ diesel fuel now used 
in agriculture, according to Dr. 
Larry E. Stewart, chairman of 
the university's Departmeni of 
Agricultural Engineering. 

The combination of oils and 
diesel fuel would work in much 
the same manner as the 
current combination of corn 
alcohol and gasoline to produce 
‘gasohol,” he said. 

The four scientists, working 
under the university's 
Agricultural Experiment 
Station, and their particular 
endeavors in the research 
project include: 

«Dr. Ali Farsaie, Depart- 
ment of Agricultural 
Engineering, who will study oi! 
squeezing equipment as well as 
conduct enyine tests with oil- 
diesel combinations; 

*Dr. William Wiebold, 
Department of Agronomy, who 
will study various crop com- 
binations of peanuts, soy beans, 
sunflowers, rape seed and 
winter wheat to determine 
which combinations produce 
the most oil and which grade 
of vexctable oil is best suited 
for diesel fuel: 

‘Dr. William Lessley, 
Department of Agricultural 
and Resource Economics, who 
will study the economic and 
energy feasibility of vegetable 
oils and diesel fucls; and, 

‘Dr. Jerry V. DeBRarthe, 
Department of Animal Science, 
wha will study possible uses of 
by-products from the oil 
production process as swine 
and sheep feed supplements. 

“Potentially, the use of 
vegetable oils wth diesel fuel 
or in place of uesel fuel looks 
very promising,’ said Dr. 
Stewart.

New High-Yield 
Wheat Variety 
Set For Release 


After a six-year statewide 
test periad, the Maryland Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station ts 
ready to release a new high- 
yield wheat variety that 
promises early maturity, excel- 
lent baking quality and good 
disease resistance, according to 
a new release from the station. 

The new soft red winter wheat 
variety is called “Severn,” and 
research scientists with the 
Experiment Station at the 
University of Maryland say it 
has proven tu be an ideal part- 
her for deuble cropping with 
soybeans. 

Official release of the new 
wheat variety is scheduled to 
coincide with the “Crops and 
Soils Research Field Day” 
August 18, at the Wye Research 
Farm near Queenstown. 

Thete, approximately 1,000 
members of Maryland's farm 
and lay communities will see an 
assortment of current aricul- 
ture research projects. 

‘Severn's” yield, says Dr 
lames Ro Miller, chairman of 
the university's Department of 
Agronomy, averages seven 
bushels per acre more than 
‘Arthur,’ a widely-planted 
wheat variety in Maryland. 

Its inaturity date is similar to 

Arthur,” adding to its poten- 
tial popularity fur wheat-soy- 
bean double cropping by Mary 
land farmers, aided Dr. Miller. 

Foundation seed of ‘‘Severn” 
was produced in Maryland dur-

ing 1980-81 and will be distrib- 
uted through foundation seed 
organizations this fall, he said. 

Small amounts of seed should 
be available for farmers’ use by 
fall 1982, and seed should be 
generally available in 1983, satd 
Dr. Miller.

Vedicare Changes 


Medicare's basic medical 
insurance premium went up 
$1.40 starting July 1 — from 
$9.60 to $11 a month — Valerie 
J. Loughran, District Manager. 
Cumberland announced Also 
effective since July 1 are 
several significant changes tn 
home health coverage enacted 
late last year. 

The Medicare law requires 
an annual review of the cost of 
the medical insurance 
program, which supplements 
the basic hospital insurance 
coverage under Medicare 
Based on this review, an 
estimate is made of the cost 
for this coverage for the 
following year. The premium 
increase cannot be more than 
the percentage increase in 
social security benefits for the 
previous year. Social security 
benefits increased by 143 
percent in 1980 

About 27.7 million people are 
covered by the basic hospital 
insurance and 27.4 million also 
have the supplemental medical 
insurance which covers doc- 
tors’ bills and a variety of 
other expenses not covered by 
hospital insurance, Miss 
Ioughran said. Included are 
people 65 and over who are 
eligible for social security or 
railroad retirement payments 
and people who have been 
entitled to disability benefits 
for 24 months or more. 

People who worked long 
enough under social security or 
the railroad retirenient system 
don't pay a monthly premium 
for Medicare hospital in- 
surance, but those who sign up 
for medical insurance pay a 
monthly premium. More than 
two-thirds of the cost of the 
monthly premium is paid by 
the federal yovernment from 
soneral revenues 

The monthly premium will 
be higher for some people. 
reflecting a surcharge of 10 
percent for each year they 
could have had medical in- 
surance but did ant. 

Starting July 1 the monthly 
payment for people who 

purchase” Medicare hospital 
coverage beeause they didn't 
work long enough under social 
security. or the railroad 
retirement system increased 
from $78 to $89. People who 
purchase hospital coverage 
area are also required to sign 
up for medical insurance 

Miss |oughran pointed out 
that other changes in 
Medicare's home health in- 
surance coverage were signed 
into law in late December and 
hecame effective starting July 
1. These include: 

eUnlimited home health care 
visits so long as the services 
are covered by Medicare. The 
prior limit was 100 visits 
during a prescribed period 
under each part of Medicare. 

eliminates the requirement 
that home health care services 
be preceded by a hospital stay 
before Medicare hospital in- 
surance can pay for home 
health visits. 

eKliminates the application 
of the $60 annual deductible 
under medical insurance for

The Garrett County Commis- 
sioners have awarded a $196,890 
solid waste contract to Win- 
chester. Virginia firm) wluch 
will take over the county's 
present dumpster system with- 
in the next six weeks. 

The Commissioners  unan- 
imously accepted the bid 
by Browning-Ferris Industries 
after months of investigating 
alternatives to the solid waste 
system. 

The operation of the solid 
waste system by BFL. ts 
expected to save the county 
$52, (04) this vear. 

The commissioners noted 
they have abolished the county 
solid waste department, which 
meant eight men lost their Jobs, 
but they explained the men 
would have the opportunity for 
employment with BF 


The firm proposed to continue 
the 26 dumpster sites in the 
county. 

The firm also mentioned 1n its 
proposal that it may be inter- 
ested in negotiation to purchase 
the equipment used bs the 
county for solid waste disposal 

The equipment used by the 
firm will be front-end loading 
trucks which have an increased 
hauling capacity over the 
county's trucks of four to one. 

The commissioners stated 
that the contract price may be 
reduced if the county Is success- 
ful in obtaining a solid waste 
landfill site in addition to the 
one recently secured in the Fox- 
town urea. The commussioners 
have been working to obtain a 
site in the Walnut-Bottorn area, 
about one-quarter of a mile off 
Rt. 139.

Alta E. Schrock. PhD, found- 
er and development director of 
Penn Alps, Inc., and Highland 
Association, Grantsville, 
recently received the 1981 
Distinguished Alumnus Award 
at her ala mater, Waynesburg 
College, Waynesburg, Pa., in 
recognition of her “outstanding 
achievements in the preser- 
vation of Appalachian heritage 
and enrichment of Appalachian 
culture. ° 

Dr. Schrock 1s a 1937 graduate 
of Waynesburg College, 
founded in 1849, which was one 
of the first colleges in the nation 
to adopt co-education. She 
received her M.A. depree from 
Kent State in 1939, and her PhD 
dezree from University of Pitts- 
burgh in 1944. In addition to this 
she did graduate study at 
Oberlin College, University of 
Cincinnati, research in’ Ana- 
baptist history and handicrafts 
In Gerinany, Switzerland and 
Austria. In 1972 she was 
awarded the Doctor of Humani- 
ties honorary degree at 
Waynesbury College because of 
“her great concern for the wel- 
fare of people.” 

She founded Mennonite Youth 
Village (Michigan) for under- 
privileged youth in 1950, served 
as director of a team of women 
doing rehef and welfare work in 
Europe from 1951 to 1994 and 
was a leading force in the 
organization of Springs His- 
torical Society, Springs 
(Pennsylvania) Folk Festival, 
Council of the Alleghenies, and 
more recently Casselwood 
Corporation, a small furniture 
manufacturing business near 
Grantsaville. which specializes 
in early American furniture. 

During the late forties and 
early fifties she served as 
instructor of biology at Bluffton 
College, University of Pitt.

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HUD Grant For 
Kitzmiller Water 
System Approved 


A $244,000 Community 
Development Block Grant for 
the Town of Kitzmiller has been 
approved by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development under the 
provisions of Title I of the 
Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1974, as 
amended. 

In a letter to Mayor Lois 
Mosser, Thomas R. Hobbs, area 
manager of the Baltimore 
Office of HUD, announced 
approval of funds for the 
development of the Kitzmiller 
Water Distribution System. 

The primary objective of the 
CDBG program is the develop 
ment of viable communities 
including decent housing, a 
suitable living environment, 
and expanding economic 
opportunities, principally for 
persons of low- and moderate- 
income, according to HUD. 

The long-awaited block grant 
will be used in conjunction with 
other grant and loan funds for 
the construction of the town’s 
water system. The Gurrett 
County Sanitary Commission, 
initiators of the project several 
years ayo, will act as the lead 
agency for the project, although 
the town will have sole gesponsi- 
bility for the HUD grany funds. 

After construction of the 
project the town of Kitzmiller 
will operate and maintain the 
system, collect fees from the 
users and set the rates, with the 
exception of front foot assess- 
ment set to pay the capital cost 
for construction, according to 
Wendell Beitzel, Sanitary 
District Administrator. He 
added that front foot assess- 
ment funds will be turned over 
to the Sanitary Commission to 
pay off the capital udebted- 
ness. 


Board To Vote 
On FY ’82 Food 
Service Budget 


The Garrett County Board of 
Education will consider for 
adoption at 2:45 p.m. Thursday 
during its meeting the FY1982 
food service budget totaling 
about $820,000. 

Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, 
county superintendent of 
schools, stated the Board must 
make a decision about its food 
service budget even thouzh the 
federal yovernment has not 
made all final decisions on the 
school lunch program. 

The budget. as proposed by 
Ryscavage and members of his 
staff, will include two federally 
mandated increases in meals. 
The reduced lunch price will in- 
crease from 20 cents to 40 cents 
and the reduced breakfast price 
will increase from five cents to 
cents. 

Ryseavage noted that the 
only increase to be recom- 
mended for the full paying 
student will be a price rise frém 
41 to 50 cents for breakfast. 

Prices for paid lunches would 
remain the same as at the end 
of the past school year, which 
were 59 cents for elementary, 69 
cents for middle school, 70 cents 
for high school, and $1.35 for 
adults. 

The recommendation would 
not include any reducttons in 
cafeteria staff, Ryscavage said, 
but transfers of staff might be 
necessary due to retirements or 
resiznations. 

Ryscavage added that be 
cause the federal povernment 
has taken no final actions, he 
will point out to the Board that

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Bradley Manor Residents Press On 


In Stragele To Save Their Homes 


by Beverly J. Sincell 

On April 1, 1971, an adver- 
tisement appeared in The 
Republican which seemed to be 
promoting a townhouse com- 
plex in a metropolir rather than 
the 100-unit Bradley Manor 
apartment complex on the 
western outskirts of Oakland. 

It told the reader to “Enjoy 
the beauty and quiet of subur- 
ban living with urban facilities 
right at hand." It stated that the 
new, ultra-modern apartment 
complex, partly funded with 
federal Housing and Urban 
Development funds and 
developed by the Baltimore 
firm Oakland Associates. was 
designed for comfort, conven- 
lence, privacy and economy. 

The ad pictured a modern, 
two-story townhouse complex 
with landscaping. The town- 
houses were faced with brick 
and appeared to be well-con- 
structed and well-kept. 

Some today would cull the 
April Fool's Day ad a cruel 
joke 
The ultra-modern modular 
units, minus the brick and land- 
scaping, are rapidly deterior- 
ating. Local officials fear some 
may not hold up under another 
Garrett County winter. 

The flat roofs, not an archi- 
tectural advantage in this 
county of heavy snows and 
rains, began leaking soon after 
the complex was built, allowing 
extensive water damaye to the 
pre-fabricated units. Wallpaper 
is peeling from the walls, cell- 
inys are falling down, and in 
some the walls are coming 
apart. 

One resident. who ts wheel- 
chair bound, must sit in her 
kitchen during rainstorms and 
the spring thaw to mop up the 
water that pours down her walls 
onto the floor 

Because of inadequate drain- 
age and soil-erosion planning on 
the marshy grounds, the 
foundation under one unit 
collapsed and, consequently, 
the unit had to be abandoned 
Officials believe that portion of 
foundation was just the first to 
HO. 

The three and four-bedroom 
homes tad inadequate insula- 
tion, driving: utility costs up. 
and, thouzh heat was included 
in the rent, the tenants felt the 
Inefficiency in their higher 
rents. 

The residents not only coped 
with the rent, but with drafty 
apartments. One tenant had to 
cover her bedroom wall with 
plastic in the winter to maintain 
even a little warmth in the 
room. 

Those who were on the Oak- 
land town council when the 
complex was first proposed in 
June 1970 are not surprised that 
the complex is deteriorating. 
“The surprise is that it lasted 
ten years,” said one former 
council member. 

The council fought to insure 
that the units were constructed 
properly and would be safe and 
comfortable for tenants. Just as 
the tenants and county officials 
have fought over the years for 
repair to the deteriorating 
units. 

The town imposed 4 building 
code and sent inspectors out to 
oversee the units and even tried 
to delay the opening of the com- 
plex until certain problems 
were corrected 

The town charged that the 
apartments had inadequate 
firewalls, were insufficiently 
anchored to each other and to 
the foundation, had inadequate 
drainage, leaking roofs and 
inadequate ventilation for 


furnace rooms. They had 


watched as the foundation was 
poured and the complex hastily 
constructed during: the winter 
months. 

A court order on June 10, 
1971-brought about after 
Morton Sarubin, yeneral 
partner of Oakland Associates, 
filed suit against Oakland ore 
stricted the town's inspections 
to safety and habitability 
matters and required the town 
to issue a final use and occu- 
pancy pernut for the project 
upon completion of the town's 
inspection and the correction of 
any defects found 
The state fire marshal 
ordered the installation of fire. 
wall between umts and the 
Department of Water Re- 
sources cited the project for soil 
erosion violations. 

Despite mounting local skep- 
ticism, the complex opened in 
July 1971 

Problems continued at the 
complex. Inadequate insula- 
tion, poor management, and 
lack of repairs made the com- 
plex undesirable to potential 
renters who could afford better 

To correct the low occupancy 
rate, Oakland Associates 
applied for a federal rent sub- 
sidv program in addition to one 
already offered at the complex, 
which increased the number of 
units eligible for rent subsidy 
from 40 to 1M). 

Now the waiting list for apart- 
ments Is up to 73 families, but 
Miuanayement has frozen accept- 
ance of new occupants. 

As tenants move out of the 
complex leaving units empty, 
the fear of remaining occupants 
mounts. Some of them interpret 
the empty units as signs that the 
management might clase down 
the complex, which ts the last 
thung they or local officials want 
to see necur 

Local officials are working 
with a recently formed tenants 
group to do what ts needed to 
correct the problems at Bradley 
Manor, short of closing it down. 

“We ure striving for 100 
percent decent, safe and sant- 
tary housing fur Bradley Manor 
residents.” said Tim) Dugan, 
county planning director, who 
along with county housing 
director Diana Wawzinsk:, 
Community Action director 
Duane Yoder and his assistant 
Pam Nelson, have been work- 
ing with Bradley Manor 
residents. 

They all emphasize they are 
not interested In putting Morton 
Sarubin out of business, al- 
though they view him to be 
neglizent in his responsibilities 
us owner of the development. 
They point out that Sarubin has 
built numerous housing com- 
plexes in Maryland: most of 
them have been controversial 

They and the tenants have 
been contacting elected 
officials to place pressure on 
HUD, the mortuage holder for 
the project. which they charge 
with inadequate policing of the 
project. They have met with 
Conyresswoman Beverly Byron 
as well as representatives for

Senators Charles Mathias and 
Paul Sarbanes. 

Dugan states that HUD can- 
not claim ignorance of the prob- 
lems at Bradley Manor because 
letters have been written to the 
regional office at HUD in Balti- 
more. HUD, Dugan said, re 
sponded with promises to 
remedy the situation, but never 
kept the promises. 

The political pressure and a 
letter campaign by the tenants 
seem to be bringing results. 
Dugan said the Washington, D. 
C. office of HUD has sent an 
ultimatum to Sarubin telling 
him he must either find the 
money to fix the complex or 
deed the complex to HUD If he 
chooses neither alternative, the 
official said HUD wall foreclose 
on him. 

Another accomplishment 1s 
the request by Senator Edward 
Mason for a federal investi- 
gation of both the Baltimore 
office of HUD and of Oakland 
Associates. 

In his request to June Cook, 
deputy undersecretary for 
intergovernmiental relations of 
HUD, Mason stated “While 
Oakland Associates, as owner 
of the property, must ultimately 
be held responsible for the 
structural and management 
deficiencies which exist at 
Bradley Manor, I in no way 
exonerate the failure of the 
Department's Area Office 
tBaltimore) to remedy this 
situation.” 

Though Mason notes his 
concern for the tenants of the 
complex, he emphasizes there 
is little that can be done at the 
state level, 

Local activists hope to see 
HUD take over ownership of the

What many Oakland area residents predicted 
several years ago would happen concerning the 
Bradlty Manor housing complex is now beginning to 
happen — the units are literally falling apart (see 
front page story). The roofs and foundations, the two 
most important parts of any structure, are 
deteriorating rapidly. The design and construction 
of the units, with flat roofs, minimum foundations 
and almost no insulation, are not nearly adequate 
for the Garrett County climate. The foundations 
were constructed in the dead of winter and the 
drainage at the site has always been inadequate. 
Maintenance, which was promised, has been nothing 
more than a promise, other than a Little patchwork 
here and there. 

The legal ramifications of thts mess, particularly 
between Morton Sarubin, owner and builder of the 
complex, and the HUD office in Baltimore, remain 
to be seen. In fact, we are anxious to report them, 
just as soon as they happen. Fortunately, the tenants 
at Bradley Manor are not sitting by as their homes 
fall down around them. They are organized and they 
are working aggressively to find out just who is 
responsible for their dilemma. They are first 
attempting to work through their elected officials, 
which is usually the best course of action. 

Many persons on the outside have been heard to 
say that the units should have never been built in the 
first place. They may be right. Many of those same 
people are now saying that the units should be con- 
demned and, simply, destroyed. However, the 
welfare of the more than 300 who live there must be 
considered. For many, there would be no place else 
to go. The shortage of housing in Garrett County, 
already a reality, would reach the critical point.

PE Cites Power 
Costs As Reason 
For Rate Hike 


Cost of power purchased by 
Potomac Edisun for its 
western Marviand customers 
during the recent United Mine 
Workers’ strike was listed as 
one of the main reusons the 
utility filed Friday for a higher 
rate on electric bills. 

If the request 1s approved by 
the Public Service Com- 
mission, the tutal electric bill 
for an average PE customer 
would increase 93 cents a 
month or 1.7 percent.

Thus the 
district was expanded and 
drawn simply with straight, 
easily definable boundary lines 

A map of the proposed 
boundaries 1s available for 
Inspection at the Sanitary 
District office, Garrett County 
Courthouse, in Oakland. The 
record will be held open through 
this Friday for persons wanting 
to write to the conmussion or 
petition in regard to the district 

During a regular business 
meeting which followed the 
public hearing. Deep Creek 
Lake area residents questioned 
why meetings regarding the 
sewerage project were held 
during the week. when many 
lake residents can be present 
only on weekends. Wendell 
Beitzel, Sanitary District 
Admuinistratur. assured thuse 
present that he will attend the 
next meeting of the Deep Creek 
Lake Property Owners, set tur 
Saturday, September 5, at 10 
a.m., ut Garrett Community 
College. The sewerage system 
will be one of the primary tupics 
discussed at that meeting. 

Some residents wanted as- 
surance that their water sup 
plies. most located below the 
sewer lines, would be protected 
frum sewer hine failure Beitzel 
responded by claiming the 
sewerage system will eluninate 
threats to wells and greatly 
eliminate any chance of 
contanunation. 

A question was also raised 
regarding responsibility for a 
well-engineered system and 
proper installation. Beitzel ex- 
plained that the Sanitary 
District intends to oversee the 
project as much as possible, 
and R.K&K also claimed 
responsibility in addition to the 
Garrett County Conurussioners. 
Inspection of laying pipe and 
supervision has been discussed 
with R.K&K. however, there is 
no firm engineering com- 
nuttment at this time. Beitzel 
added that plans are available 
in the Sanitary District office 
for anvone to review 

It was noted that the origina! 
design of the project was 
authorized in December of 1989, 
and K.K&K 1s currently work- 
ing on a design for the expanded 
area of the system. to include a 
portion of State Park Ruad. 
Harvey’s Peninsula. 
Beckman s Peninsula and 
Paradise Point. Beitzel stated 
the district hopes to have the 
project out to bid this fall. and 
to begin construction in’ the 
spring of 1982 

As the project has nut vet 
been put out to bid. the com- 
mission could not provide user 
cost estimates at ‘luesday’s 
meeting. Initial funding of the 
project will be through state 
and federal grants. and user 
fees will go toward the local 
share of capital costs. and 
continuing operation and main- 
tenance. A maximum local 
share of 12 percent will be 
bonded at the completion uf the 


project. 

Beitzel informed the com- 
nussion that the district has a 
purchase agreement to acquire 
some 2] acres from Mrs. Iris 
Skipper for a treatment facility 
site, located near the breast of 
the dam along Mayhew Inn 
Road. Since the entire parcel 
had to be purchased. and only 
four acres are needed for the 
treatment plant, the com- 
inission plans to sell off the 
excess land upon completion of 
the plant. 

The comnussion read a letter 
from the Department of 
Natural Resources stating that 
a departmental review is being 
conducted regarding the Mary- 
land Environmental Service's 
veto of the Sanitary Com- 
Mission's recommendation to 
include Deep Creek Lake State 
Park in the Deep Creek Sew er- 
aye System. The commission 1s 
attempting to reverse that 
decision

Is it any wonder that Garrett countuans say “Don't do me any 
favors!” Every time the benevolent State of Maryland deigns tu 
stretch its neck to notice its westernmost step-child, citizens of 
this mountauitop prepare for one of three eventualities: they get 
a) something they didn’t need, or b) something they can’t afford, 
or c) something incapable of doing what it 1s supposed to do. 

That is admittedly an extrenust statement. Consider, though, 
the case of Maryland Public Broadcasting channel 36. This 
channel falls under category “c’’ above. From its lofty perch 
southeast of Oakland, this translator station (basically a repeater 
transnutter) is about as capable of reaching the far-flung 
mountain valleys of Garrett County as | am, standing ona ladder 
with megaphone and cowbell. 

Who's kidding whom? Were it not for a cable television 
system which carries channel 36, even some parts of the Oakland 
urea would go unserved by a ° station” bearing its name. Even 
less beneficial is the reward to those persons who struggle to get 
channel 36 without cable. With a good antenna, powerful booster 
and rotor, the West Virginia PBS station in Morgantown comes In 
better than chaluiel 

Public Broadcasting is leading the way with some of the best 
television proprammung available today. As citizens of Maryland, 
we can be proud that our state PBS center ts producing several 
prozrams carried nationwide. 

Yet, the largest part of our county is not served by this 
system. And, a news release announcing the beginning of the 
eleventh annual Maryland College of the Air once again omits 
Garrett Community College from the roster of participating 
institutions. 

Again and again Garrett County yets the short end of the 
stick. Part of the cause is no one’s fault: isolation, a small 
population and the difficulties of serving persons spread thinly 
over the largest geographic subdivision in Maryland. 

Part of it is bad communication. Out of such problems comes 
the omission of Garrett Community College from the PBS 
program. Every other community college in western Maryland 
purticipatcd. But not us. That is unfortunately typical 

Perhaps the worst is indifference. This is most tragic when 
not proyrams, but the health and safety of human beings is at 
stake. A conspicuous example of this is the burned-out safety 
lights on the U. S. 219 bridge over Deep Creek Lake. The responsi- 
bility for the lights 1s dispersed over several down-state agencies, 
none of whom seems ready to accept responsibility for repair. 

Perhaps it is good to have channel 36. It can serve well as a 
monument to the tendency of government to accept something 
done poorly as a salve for doing nothing at all.

Lives."’ Although the personal- 
ities differ, Ms. Jordan's 
experiences have, in some 
ways, paralleled the lifestyle of 
Amanda, as she has traveled 
extensively, she seems to live 
for the present and she appears 
always ready to tackle just 
about anything in her wide span 
of interests. 

A pretty blond and very easy 

to talk with, Jean portrays an 
image of grace and elegance. 
Her easy-going personality 
masks the serious deter- 
mination and drive with which 
she approaches her many 
endeavors. One could not 
picture her being unkind, and 
her understanding of people and 
human nature 1s evident in her 
conversation, Her admirable 
achievements support her 
enthusiasm for women's rights, 
however she remains a picture 
of femininity. 
Jean is living proof that a 
person is able to do many things 
well, and she resents the fact 
that people are labeled accord- 
ing te their occupation. Such 
labeling in her case would 
certainly be inappropriate. 

In addition to her award- 
winning career as an actress 
und director, Ms. Jordan 1s 
highly regarded as a free-lance 
writer and photoyrapher. She is 
also employed in the area of 
public relations, she has worked 
with radio and television, 
documentary fiio-making and 
cinematugraphy. She was once 
a mghtclub singer and during 
her six-year residence in 
Mexico Jean even took on the 
art of bullfighting. 

Ms. Jordan currently carries 
with her three resumes, stating 
that, “When people ask me, 
‘What do you do?,’ my answer 
depends on what day you ask 
me and what hour.” 

In the area of entertainment, 
Jean states that she learned all 
of her skills from her father, a 
Methodist preacher.

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Corrections Commissioner Says 
Tight Security May Cause Breaks 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — A 
rash of breakouts from high- 
security prisons in Maryland 
could be partly a response to 
more restrictive security poli- 
cles in the entire correctional 
system, the state corrections 
commissioner said. 

“They prisoners) see an 
overall tighterung down and 
decide to take matters into 
their own hands.” Jon P. 
Galley said Tuesday. 

During the past four months, 
17 inmates in medinm and 
maximunr-security facilities 
have escaped, including three 
convicted murderers. That 
compares with only five during 
the same period last year 
The number of “walkoffs.” 
prisoners in nuinimum-security 
facilities who fail to return 


following authorized leaves, has 
fallen about 33 percent. During 
the past four months, 157 
Inmates have walked away 
from immimuin-security prisons 
compared with 233 last year, 
prison officials said. 

In March, corrections secre- 
tary Thomas W. +Schmidt 
implemented guidelines desig-

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Two Employees Die In ABL Explosion 


KEYSER, W.Va. (UPI) — 
Death certificates were issued 
Tuesday for two men who 
vanished in a mighty explosion 
at a rocket fuel laboratory. 

No trace of the two had been 
found after the blast at the 
Allegany Ballistics Laberatory 
of Hercules Inc., near the West 
Virvinia- Maryland line. 

The Mineral County coroner 
issued certificates for Charles 
W. Folk, 26, of Mt. Savage, 
Mad.. and Bruce Leyveer, 25, of 
Cumberland, Md. They had 
been working in the lab. 

Dense fox slowed efforts to 
search for the bodies and 
assess damage at the facility at 
Rocket Center about 15 miles 
from Keyser on the West 
Virginia side of the Potomac 
River 

Shockwaves from the blast 
were felt for miles around. 

The two men were involved 
in the preparation of liquid 
explosives for use in rocket 





motors when the 
occurred 

A statement issued by James 
Midgarden, the lab manayer, 
said the blast occurred in an 
operating area of the complex 
where rocket fuel components 
and missile parts are made. 
Hercules spokesman John 
Burych said the building was 
demolished by the blast. 
“We're quite positive they 
were in the building,” he said. 

The building was designed to 
force an explosion to go 
upward, not outward, so other 
buildings in the complex would 
not be affected.

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Judges To Seek Uniform Sentencing 


BALTIMORE <«UPT) 
Judves in four Maryland 
jurisdictions are participating 
in a federally funded expert 


ment aimed at ending “patel 


work quilt” sentencing 
procedures, the director of the 
state Judicial Commission said 
Tuesday. 

Dr. Pat Nelson said the 
experiment provides guidelines 
for uniform sentences for 
specific crimes committed 
under similar circumstances. 

‘What this does is give the 
judges an extra tool in 
sentencing. but they still have a 
lung way to go because the 
system has been so wide open," 
she said. 

Ms. Nelson stressed — the 
guidslines ure purely advisory 
and that a judge can sentence 
within the range of them or go 
outside them as long as the 
1G S-S-e2= = as 


sentence is within statutory 
himits. 

Ten judges in circuit and 
district courts in Bultunore and 
the counties of Prince George's, 
Montyomery and Harford are 
participating in the program. 

Nelson said many of the 
problems that result in widely 
disparate sentences for identi- 
cal offenses stem from the fact 
that the jurisdictions of many 
courts overlap. 

“Its like a patchwork quilt 
that everybody is trying to cope 
with,” she said. 

Ms. Nelson said inequities 
occur when a judge has total 
discretion and no knowledge 
about how other judges are 
sentencing for the same crime. 

The project. which 1s funded 
by a $270,000 grant from the 
National Institute of Justice 
and $25,000 from the state, 


a 


includes charts the judges use 
to compute the sentences. 
With the ald of the charts, a 
judge weighs the seriousness of 
the offense against the offen- 
der's prior convictions for the 
same crime, overall criminal 
record and employ ment history. 
The idea for the project 
bepan in 1979 when Maryland 
judges agreed at a conference 
that sentencing across the state 
for identical crimes differed 
significantly. 

The chairman of the judicial 
advisory board overseeing the 
experiment, Baltimore 
Supreme 

Bench Judge Marshall Levin, 
said it was “irrational” to have 
disparate sentences for the 
same crimes committed under 
similar circumstances. 
Florida is the only other state 
participating in the experiment. 


Legislative Re-Districting Task Force 
Agrees On Approach To Task 


ANNAPOLIS (UPI) -— A 
tusk force on legislative re- 
apportionment ayreed Tuesday 
to divide Maryland into five 
peopraphic regions to provide 
a starting point for the 
drawing of new boundaries for 


the state's 47 legislative 
districts 
After the apreement was 


reached by the five-member 
task force, the prime sponsor 
of the plan, House Speaker 
Benjamin LL. Cardin, D- 
Baltimore, said even the 
regional lines meant nothing at 
this tune. 

It really doesn't preclude 
anything. Everything ts adjus- 
table,’ he sald. ‘There 1s 
nothing that has been 
decided.” 

The task force is expected to 
have a reapportionment plan 
ready to be recommended to 
the 1982 General Assembly 
when it convenes in January 

Cardin said adopting the 
reyional plan will prompt 
lesislators, political party offi- 
clals and others to begin work 
on the more politically sen- 
sitive individual legislative 
district plans. 

These ‘repional) areas will 
adjust rather quickly and will 
come in with plans rather 
quickly,” he predicted. Five 
regional public hearings have 
been scheduled to discuss the 
plan 

The reyional plan breaks the 
state down as follows: 

Western Maryland, a region 
Including Garrett, Alleyvany. 
Washington. Frederick and 
Carrol} counties. but also the 
more suburban Montgomery 
and Howard Counties. 

Tiurtevh iegirigtit cc dothicle 
would be cursed out of the 
region, although the five 
western Maryland counties 
would draw their district lines 
more or less independently 












from the six in Montgomery 
and Howard counties.

Cardin said adjustments 
would have to be made later 
for possible shared districts 
along the Montgomery-Prince 
George's county border 
eBaltimore County, a region by 
itself. with seven legislative 
districts, but with enough 
population to require at least 
one additional single-emember 
delegate district to be shared 
with a neighboring jurisdiction 
eBaltimore. a region by itself 
with nine leyislative districts, 
two less than the city currently 
has because of its drop in 
population over the last 10 
years 
eF.astern Shore, a region with 
five disiticls thai uindudcs ie 
nine eastern shore counties 
plus Harford county

A federal employment of- 
ficial in Baltimore Tuesday 
said he’s surprised there 
haven't been more inquiries 
from people to fill vacant air 
traffic controller jobs. 

Inquiries are “up around 400 
as of this morning” since the 
Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion announced the application 
process opened Thursday, said 
Leslie H. Saunders Jr., 
supervisor of the Federal Job 
Information and Testing 
Center in Baltimore.

Legislator Calls For U. S. Intervention 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) — The 
federal courts should usurp the 


states' traditional role in 
administering justice and 
impose life sentences upon 


some hardened criminals, a 
member of the U.S. Senate's 
Judiciary Committee said Tues- 
day. 

Sen. Arlen Specter, R-Pa., 
said the GOP’s thrust to reduce 
the scope of federal govern- 
ment would have to take a back 
seat to the problem of reducing 
violent crime. 

“Crime on the streets is of 
equal importance to national 
security on the world front.” 
said Specter, a former Phila- 
delphia_ district attorney. 
“There has to be more active 
involvement of the federal 
government in violent crime 
penerally.’*

THE STEP BEYOND 
BEING SORRY 


August 16, 1981 


Bachgrouad Scripture: 
Deuteronomy 29: 16-28: 30: 1-10. 


Devotional Reading: 

1 Kings 3: 5-14. 

Earlier this week a young 
man sat in my study and wept 
softly as he confessed all the 
ways in which he had hurt and 
saddened his parents. ‘I can’t 
understand how | could have 
done that to them,” he said, 
tears streaming down his face. 

This afternoon his father sat 
in the very same chair and with 
tears barely hidden in his eyes 
he told me that, despite the 
young man’s apologies the eve- 
ning after his session with me, 
this morning his son was back 
into the same destructive pat- 
tern, seemingly indifferent to 
the feelings of those who love 
him. 

Return and Obey 

Was it that the son had de- 
ceived me? No, | think he was 
genuinely sorry as he spoke to 
me, The son cared deeply en- 
ough to feel sorry, but not deep- 
ly enough to take the next step 
beyond being sorry. Repentance 
is more than feeling remorse, it 
is acting out of our remorse ina 
positive way that is calculated to 
keep us from feeling remorse 
once again over the same cause. 

In Moses’ final discourse to 
the people of Isracl, he calls 
them to “return to the Lord

If we feel 
sorry for what we have done, 
there is a sense in which we 


need to ‘come back’ or “‘re- 
turn’’ so that we may be for- 
given. But repentance calls, not 
only for a return, but for a posi- 
tive, obedient course once we 
have returned. Thus, Moses 
calls the people to both *‘return 
to the Lord’’ and “‘obey his 
voice . . . with all your heart 
and with all your soul’’ (30: 
10). 

If we are truly sorry, we will 
change the course of our lives. 
We will give up the things that 
cause us remorse. We will begin 
to do the things we know God 
wants of us. ‘‘And you shall 
again obey the voice of the Lord 
and keep all his commandments 
which | command you this day”’ 
(30: 8). 


God Will Gather You 

1 realize it is much easier to 
say than so do and the fact is 
that sometimes the sinful, de- 
structive patterns are grooved 
so deeply into our lives that, 
despite our genuine remorse, we 
find ourselves soon slipping 
back into the old ways. I once 
watched some scouts construct 
a rope bridge across @ ravine. 
They began by throwing one 
single strand of rope across the 
chasm and then returning it to 
the other side. Back and forth 
went the strands until the bridge 
could bear the welght of many 
hikers. 

Habits are formed the same 
way—one strand after another 
is added to the pattern, until at 
last the pattern is so strong that 
it has become a part ot our 
lives. But, just as bad habits are 
formed through repetition, so 
are good habits to replace bad 
ones. If we are truly sorry when- 
ever we fail and resolve to 
change our lives, we can take 
that extra step beyond being 
sorry and begin to build a new 
set of habits that is pleasing in 
God's sight.

Maryland’s Capital Debt 
Affordability Committee Is 
urging Governor Hughes and 
the General Assembly to 
include a contingent up- 
prupriation of $25 nullion in the 
Fiscal Year 1083 State budget to 
be used to fund capital con- 
struction projects without 
selling General Obligation 
Bonds and 1s recommending 
that bond authorizations to fund 
the Fiscal Year 1983 Capital 
Budyet be limited to $185 mil- 
hon. 

The Committee, which 
consists of State Treasurer 
Wilham S$ .lames (chairman), 
State Comptroller lous [.. 
troldstein, State Budget 
Secretary |.ouis Stettler, State 
Planning Secretary Constance 
lueder and Paul &. Meritt. ts 
required to toake recom- 
mendations concerning the 
State's debt each year Its 
current report notes, “the argu- 
ment for continued moderation 
in the levels of future debt 
authorizations 18 supported by 
high interest rates, the 
continuing high debt load and 
present taxpayer attitudes 
toward fovernment spending.” 

In addition to its proposal to 
use up to $25 million in 
unanticipated surplus revenues 
at the end of Fiscal Year 1982 to 
provide current funding for 
cupital projects, the Conunittee 
strongly called for the 
establishment of an “effective 
control on the total amount and 
time of offering of special 
authority debt.”

selling General Obligation 
Bonds and ts recommending 
that bond authorizations to fund 
the Fiscul Year 1983 Capital 
Budget be limited to $185 mil- 
hon. 

The Committee. which 
consists of State Treasurer 
William S$. James tchairman), 
State Comptroller Louts 1. 
Goldstein, State Budget 
Secretary Louls Stettler, State

scope of activity. 

In 1981, Jayce and her partner

Garrett County Treasurer 
Arzella Parsons reports that 
county taxpavers have 
musunderstood a new law on 
county tax discounts und have 
been paving incorrect amounts 
on their tax bills. 

Mrs. Parsons noted that ur 
structions on the new law were 
stamped on the envelopes 
containing tax bills, but ap 
parently taxpayers have not 
been reading them. 

Taxpayers who paid taxes in 
July received a five percent 
discount on their taxes, but those 
paving In August receive four 
percent and those paying In 
September will receive three 
percent, Parsons said.

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Baltimore Abandons Sludge Project 


The City of Baltumore has 
abandoned plans for sludge 
application demonstration pro)- 
ect at a strip mine site in Gar- 
rett County because of the 
county's opposition to the 
project. 

In a letter to the Garrett 
County Commissioners, Mayor 
Wilham D. Schaefer told the 
commissioners the proposal for 
the project was “based upon a 
behef that mutual benefits 
would flow to our respective 
jurisdictions.” 

Baltimore officials an- 
nounced Friday they had 
decided not to pursue the proj- 
ect am Garrett County even 
though the state health depart- 
ment and State Land Reela- 
mation Committee had issued 
permits. The health department 
permit, which has been 
expected for a month, was 
issued Wednesday. 

The city had contracted with 
Modern Earthline Conipanies, a 
Philadelplua-based land recla- 
mation firm, to dispose of the 
City s sludge at its Back River 
Treatment Plant. The city is 
vunstructing an incinerator to 


burn the sludve, but it will not 
be completed for at least three 
years and the city officials say 
they must dispose of the slud#e 
that is piling up. 


iounty officials and citizens 
opposed the sludge project be- 
cause they feared the effects of 
the heavy metals in the sludge. 


Schaefer indicated that one 
stipulation in the contract with 
Modern Eeurthline had not been 
fulfilled. He wrote, “An impor- 
tant prerequisite to proceeding 
with the demonstration project 
was that there be conununity 
uwareness, community edu- 
cation and conununity accep- 
tunce. Based upon actions taken 
by you 1n your capacity a the 
Local Board of Health on July 
17, 1981, and the strony opposi- 
tron voiced in your County, It 1s 
evident that this prerequisite 
has not been sulisfied.” 

The conuussioners had re- 
jeeted the application for the 
project based on their authority 
as the county Board of Health. 
The legality of their action was 
questioned but the Issue was 
never setued

The commissioners met in 
special session Novernber 21, 
1080, for the purpuse of holding 
a public hearing ona resolution 
adopted October 29, 1980, 
authoring the issuaiee and 
sale of $400,000 Garrett County 
Sanitary District. Inc., Water 
System Bonds for the Mt. Lake 
Rehabihtation Project. During 
that hearing Commissioner 
Utrnest J. Grepp. Jr. advised 
that the Samtary District will 
impose an ad valorem tax to 
pay the principal and interest 
on the bond. The town clanns 
that hearing “attempted to 
comply” with the Annotated 
Code of Maryland with respect 
to the imposition of ad valorem 
taxes, but that it did not meet 
legal requirements. This alle- 
gation was denied in Turney’s 
response.

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A Turning Point... 


Although not a mujortty of Garrett Countians 
routinely utilize the services of airlines, there is 
probably not a single one of us who hasn't 
formulated some definite opinions about the current 
uir traffic controllers’ strike. This 1s probably 
because we realize this issue has further reaching 
consequences than just temporary flight cancel- 
lations. Many look upon it as a turning point in 
government-union relationships, a turning point 
which is far overdue. 

We support President Reayan all the way on this 
Issue and admire him for taking this strong stand 
agulnst a union. It is particularly noteworthy 
because President Reagan lumself lias been a union 
man and pulled tremendous union support in his bid 
for the presidency. One might have predicted that he 
would give in to their demands. 

The president's greatest effort right now is to 
restore some stability to the nation’s economy. He 
realizes that one of the things he must do in order to 
achieve that goal is to put a halt to union control and 
outrageous union demands. The game has gone on 
long enough, or ut least it’s high tune some of the 
unions lost a few ruunds. There is undoubtedly a 
need for unions in our nation and not all of them 
abuse their position in society. But those who do 
should be dissolved. 

As for the air traffic controllers, they are 
making nearly $40,000 a vear now. and they want a 
$10,000 pay ruise, plus a 32-hour work week. It's true, 
there is a reasonably high stress factor associated 
with their work. But with every job there are certain 
risks and varving degrees of stress. There are 
numerous other persons in the world of employment, 
many here in Garrett County, who work under 
extremely stressful conditions. for far less than 
$40).000 a year. The controllers also knew what the 
conditions were before they made the decision to go 
Into that line of work. 

Perhaps most importantly, the controllers 
blatantly violated the oath which all of them took 
upon their employment. It was crystal clear in that 
oath that if they went on strike, their employment 
would be terminated. If the government, specifically 
the president, were to back down, what would that 
sav about the government’s view of the value of an 
oath? 

Regardless of the amount of money which will 
have to be spent in order to train new controllers, 
regardless of the fact that there are many good men 
now out of work, and regardless uf the number of 
cancelled flights, we believe the president must 
remain firm on thts issue. From all indications, 
that’s precisely what he is going to do.

Operating Costs For Trout Run 


A meeting was held Friday 
between officials of the Garrett 
County Sanitary Commission 
and Mayor Russell B. 
Alexander of the town of Mt. 
Lake Park, accompanied by at- 
torney Robert E. Watson. The 
subject of the meeting was dis- 
cussion of obliyations of Mt. 
Lake Park to pay tor operating 
expenses of the Trout Run 
Facility. and bills totaling 
$o2.1KM) which were sent to the 
town by the conumussion a few 
weeks ago, and which the town 
claimed it did not owe. 

It was axzreed that the town of 
Mt. Lake Park, having paid 
$26.10), owes no monies to the 
Satitary Commission for fiscal 
year 1979-80. The total 
Operating expenses for the 
Trout ftun Facility that vear, 
according to the conmussion’s 
accounting analysis, was 
$19,434. Mt. Lake Park was 
responsible for 72.4 percent of 
that amount, or a total of 
$14.070. The town was, there- 


fore, entitled to a credit. of 
$11,930. 
That amount was to be 


credited to the town's expense 
for 1980-81 relative to the Trout 
Run Facility. According to both 
parties, some confusion 
between the town and the Sani- 
tary Comunission resulted in no 
contract or apreement being 
executed for vear 1980-81. The 
town therefore paid nothing 
more toward the operation of 
the facility during that year, its 
only contribution being the 
$11,930 credit carried over from 
the previous vear 

Recognizing that the com- 
nussion incurred some cust in 
carrying the amount between 
the actual expenditures for that 
year and the $11.930 credit, the 
town and the commission have 
agreed to a negotiated settle- 
ment of $930 fur carrying 
charges. 

The accounting analysis for 
the Truut Kun Facility fur fiscal 
year 1980-81 showed actual 
operating expenses of $8,513 for 
the first six months. The com- 
mission has projected an oper- 
ating expense outlay of $24,800 
fur the second half of the fiscal 
year. making a total projected 
expenditure for the year of

Refugee Family Moves To Illinois 


The Dieu family. Vietnamese 
refugees who came to Garrett 
County June 1980, departed for 
‘Champagne, Ithnois Tuesday at 

30 aan. 

The family, which lived in a 
home owned by John and Lena 
Yoder in Gortner, will join 300 
Vietnamese families in a set- 
tlement in I linois 

Sponsored by United 
Methodist and Amush churches 
in southern Garrett County, the 
tamily has worked in the past 
year to become self-sufficient in 
anew country. 

Dorothy Morris Oakland 
who has worked with the refugee 
family, Says she believes the 
family has met the goal of 
becoming self-sufficient. “We 
are sad to see them go,” she 
said, “but we feel our goal has 
been met, which was to pive 
them a good start " When the 
churches considered sponsoring 
a fuimily, m the latter part of 
1979, they e.nphasized the 
families may not remain in 
Garrett County. 


The family learned to use the 
stores and businesses in 
Oakland and became financially 
independent by September. 
their fourth month in the United 
States. The only financial help 
the family has requested since 
then was aid intheir move. 

Mr. Dieu left his job as a 
jeweler in Abingdon, Va., to 
move to I}linois. He had hoped to 
move closer tu his job, but he 
could not find a landlord willing 
to rent a house to his family of 
mne children. 

He does not have a job waiting 
in Illinois, but a group called the 
Vietnamese Benevolence 
Association helped lum find a 
home.

i A bill passed this year ban- 
i ning the use of chlorine as a 
method of treating wastewaters 
| discharged into state-desig- 
| nated natural trout waters and 
| their tributaries could cause 
| some problems for owners of 
sewage treatment facilities in 
| Garrett County, small or large. 
; House Bill 570, Prohibition on 
Discharge of Chlorinated 
Water, became effective July 1, 
requiring approximately 35 
sewage treatment plants in the 
state to be fitted with alter- 
native methods of disinfection, 
such as ultraviolet light, ozone, 
biomide or blomide compounds. 
Most natural trout streams in 
Maryland are in Garrett, Alle- 
pany and Frederick counties. 
The law states that any local 
subdivision owning or operating 
an existing treatment system 
which is required to convert 
from the use of chlorination to 
another system should apply by

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division. The bill also state: 
that the act is contingent on the 
availability of matching federal 
funds. 

The new law was discussed at 
a recent meeting of the Garrett 
County Samtary Commission, 
where concern was expressed 
as to whether funding assis- 
tance will be available. Conver- 
sion is costly, and this law will 
affect all facilities in Garrett 
County, not only those con- 
trolled by the Sanitary Com- 
mission, that discharge into 
trout streams, excluding only a 
portion of the Potomac and 
Casselman Rivers, according to 
Wendell Beitzel, Sanitary 
District Administrator. 

The bill, which was endorsed 
by the Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources and the 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene, was pushed by 
Trout, Unlimited, having full 
support of that and other 
organizations. Beitzel stated he 
is fairly certain this law will be 
enforced, as those groups will 
bring pressure on the state to 
enforce the bill. 

Beitzel also indicated that

CHARLESTON, W.V. CUP 
— Mineral County jail officials 
have failed to separate minors 
sufficiently from dangerous 
adults, a Juvenile Justice 
Conunittee has said. 

“It isn’t constructed, organ- 
ized or staffed to provide 
adequate juvenile detention In 
conformity with the law,” the 
panel told the West Viryinia 
Supreme Court. 

The conunittee said juveniles 
must walk past the maximum 
security cells for dangerous 
inmates. Juveniles to be 
released to parents are de- 
tained in small, windowless 
rooms neur the control center.

Two Lybian Warplanes Shot Down 
After Attacking U. S. Fighters 


WASHINGTON (GPh — 
Libyan warplanes attacked two 
U.S. F-l4 fighters over the 
Mediterranean Sea early today 
and were downed by return fire 
from the American jets, the 
Pentagon said. 

The F-l4s were “In interna- 
tlonal air space over interna- 
tional waters in the south- 
central Mediterranean Sea,” 
engaged Ino a * previously 
announced routine exercise” 
when the “unprovoked” attack 
occurred, the Pentayon said in 
a brief statement. 

It said the planes were fired 
upon by a pair of Soviet-built 
SU-22 fighters, then “took 
action in response and shot 
down both Libyan aircraft at 
1.20 am. EDT.” 

The SU-22 is one of the 
Sukhoi series of Soviet-built 
fighters — an updated version 
of the plane used by Syria 
during the 1973 war in the 
Middle East. 

Defense Department spokes- 
man Cmdr. Charles Klee said 
there were no American casual- 
ties in the exchange. There was 
no utunediate report on the 
status of the crews of the 
Libyan jets, nor was there any 
immediate comment from the 
Libyan government. 

U.S. officials stressed the 
“unprovuked” nature of the 
attack in their terse initial 
reaction to news of the dogfight 
over the Mediterranean. 

“The U.S. government is 
protesting through diplomatic 
channels this unprovoked 
attack, which occurred in 
international air space over 60 
nautical miles from nearest 
land,” the Pentagon said.

These are just a few of the 
things that people tell me when 
I challenge them to put their 
lives in order. So many people 
conclude that there is a point at 
which a life is no longer worthy 
or possible of redemption. 

1 can understand those feel- 
ings, for there are times when 
the challenge to ‘‘clean up our 
act’’ seems totally beyond our 
meager capacities. We feel 
doomed to stay exactly where 
we are: at the bottom of the 
pit! 

The Choke Is Ours 

But one of the enduring 
themes of the Bible is that it is 
never too late, never too dif- 
ficult, never impossible, unless 
we choose to make it so. As 
Moses sums up his third dis- 
course to the people of Israel, 
he makes it clear that their dest- 
iny depends upon their own 
choices: ‘'See, 1 have set before

you this day life and 
death and evil’? (Deuteronomy 
30: 15). As someone has put it, 


there are no hopeless situations, 
just people who have grown 
hopeless about them. If we 
choose to regard life without 
hope, it will be without hope. 
It has not been decided for us by 
someone else. It 1s our choice: 
“therefore choose life, that you 
and your descendents may live" 
(30: 19). 

Moses makes clear, not only 
that we can choose life, but that. 
we are constantly making choic- 
es—good and bad—and there 
are consequences that follow 
those choices. If we choose not 
to follow God's command- 
ments, there is an eventual price 
to be paid. ‘But if your heart 
turns away, and you will not 
hear, but are drawn away to 
worship other gods and serve 
them, | declare to you this day, 
that you shall perish’? (30: 17, 
18). So, we are not helpless vic- 
tims of life; we shape our lives 
by the choices we make. 


Very Ncar 

Neither is the good life in 
God's will so Jar beyond our 
grasp. “For this commandment 
which | command you this day 
is not too hard for you, neither 
is it far off. It is not in heaven, 
that you should say, *Who will 
go up for us to heaven, and 
bring it to us, that we may hear 
it and do it?’ '' (30: 11, 12). Of 
course, it is not easy, but neith- 
er is it beyond our grasp, if we 
really want it. One doesn't have 
to have a high 1.Q. nor rise 
from a higher culture to grasp 
that which we must do. No, 
“the word is very Near you; it is 
in your mouth and in your heart, 
so that you can do it” (30:14). 

When we look at our own 
lives, it is easy to conclude that 
new life is beyond our grasp. 
But when we behold in us the 
power of God's redeeming love, 
we need to remember that; WE 
CAN DO IT!

Why 
not great American drama 

Fox locked at many of the 
dramas that were performed 
then although “finding the 
bloody kinescopes” proved 
more difficult than he had 
imagined and many needed 
extensive cleaning and doc- 
toring — and chose those he 
felt would still have an 
impact 

“These shows were not to 
be disregarded. They are still 
valid today as drama.” says 
Fox. “They will still hold an 
audience, they still have 
impact These are not curiosi 
ty pieces.” 

Television then was differ- 
ent from television now. Fox 
says. For one thing econom- 
ics. Once the amount of mon- 
ey involved escalated, the 
amount of risk-taking 
decreased And the people 
involved were different, too 

“TV in the ‘50s was rooted 
in New York, so the actors 
and writers were coming off 
the Broadway stage. In those 
early days, the writer stayed 
with his production He made 
the changes in the script... it 
was an off-shoot of the drama 
world 

“There were no. story 
conferences, no meetings, no 
developmental deals. Things 
were treated with loving care 
That's not done anymore 

“In the late 50s and ‘60s the 
industry moved to California 
and came under the sway of 
the people in the movie indus- 
try In film, the writer 
became divorced from the 
project He delivered the 
script and left.” 

Fox says he doesn't want to 
overstate the greatness of 
television in those days — 
“there was a lot of bad stuff, 
then, too" — but it was a sort 
of Camelot for TV 

Today. when he speaks fo 
actors, writers and directors 
who were a part of it then, 
they react similarly: “The 
eyes glisten, the excitement 
creeps up in their voices and 
they all have the same thing 
to say ‘It was the most 
exciting time.’ ”

LAST CALL/TAX CREDIT DEADLINE — SEPTEMBER | 


by James Burley 

This is the last opportunity 
this year to remind ho:me- 
owners that they have but a 
very short time to file their 
application for a property tax 
credit. The final filing 
date-September 1 is fst 
approaching. 

Even if it is not possible to fill 
out an application completely, 
the tax credit people advise that 
it is best to send the application 
in with as much information as 
possible. In this way, the owner 
will meet the legal deadline for 
filing. The tax credits office will 
promptly process the appli- 
cation and notifv the owner of 
any missing information which 
can be mailed in later. Some 
owners, it is known, hesitate be- 
cause they do not have a readily 
available copy of their income 
tax form. one of the documents 
that would nomually accom- 
pany the application. But this 
can be obtained and sent luter. 

Often called the “circuit 
breaker,” the plan allows a 
credit toward property taxes 
when they exceed a specified 
percentage of one’s income For 
example, if a family’s house- 
hold income were $10,000, the 
property tax limit would be 
$310. Any amount of property 
tax over this would be offset by 
the tax credit up toa maximum 
credit of $900. The two basic 
qualifications are that one must 
own his home and it must be the 
primary residence where one 
lives at least six months of the 


vear. There is no ajte 
restriction. 
Homeowners’ property tax 


credits averaged $320 last year 
That amounts to a fair purtion 
of the average property tax bill 
Another important fact 1 that 
those who file an application by 
September 1, and whose tax hill 
1s still unpaid, wil) get a revised 
bill which allows an auditional 
thirty «lay grace period during 
which no interest or penalties 
will be applied. The additional 
thirty-day grace period is 
measure] from the date the 
owner receives ‘otification of 
eliyibility or non-eligibility for a 
tax credit. Owners who file by 
September 1, can expect to re 
ceive their tax credit approxi- 
mately eight to nine weeks 
later

owner's tax credit should miss 
getting one through failure to 
file, and with virtually all ving 
casts on the rise, no one entitled 
to a tax credit can afford te 
miss one!

back to the gasoline pumps in 
droves during the month of 
June, 1981, accerding to figures 
released by State Comptroller 
Louis |... Goldstein. Gasoline use 
In the state jumped by 5.3% 
over June, 1980, the largest in- 
crease in two and one-half 
years. 

“Gasoline consumption total- 
led 161.853.004 gallons, com- 
pared wiin the 153,936.575 used 
during June, 1980," Goldstein 
said “The sizeable increase 
coincides with the beginning of 
the vacation driving season and 
may also be partly attmbutable 
to the continuing stable price 
situation here in Maryland.” 

Gasoline consumption 
jumped by about 10% from Jan- 
uary, 1978 to January, 1979. 
When compared to the same 
month of the prior year, gaso- 
line use declined steadily from 
April, 1979 through August, 
1980. After some months of 
small increases, consumption 
returned to its declining trend 
with the deregulation of retail 
prices. Gasoline use showed a 
decline from February through 
May, 1981. 

The June, 1981 increase in 
gasoline use spurred a growth 
in motor fuel tax revenue, 
which totalled $16,811,477 for 
the month of July (reflecting 
June sales: 

“That's a growth of nearly 
53%, over the $15.973.428 col- 
lected during July, 1980," Gold- 
stein said.

Russell Arthur, 44, from New 
York City, has joined the Gar- 
rett County Playhouse for its 
final three productions to direct 
and share his vast experience in 
nearly every area of the 
theatre. 

Having been a dancer about 
23 years, Arthur has spent his 
entire life feverishly pursuing 
work as a dancer, singer, actor 
and, more recently, director. 
His stage experience has taken 
him all over the country and he 
has perfortned with at least four 
Broadway musicals, He was a 
singer/dancer in over 55 
musical comedy productions 
with summer stock and dinner 
theatres, and he currently 
directs his own variety shows in 
various parts of the United 
Stutes. 

Arthur began his career as a 
ballet dancer in high school, 
saying that he would do any- 
thing to avoid participating in 
sports. He was then offered a 
chance to go into ballroom 
dancing at a modern dance 
club, and he later studied ballet 
for four years in his native Cah- 
forma, while working during 
the day at Disneyland. There he 
met many helpful people in the 
theatre. 

Following his ballet study, 
Arthur went to New York City, 
where he now considers himself 
a native, having maintained it 
as a home base throughout his 
many travels. Upon his arrival 
Arthur commented that he was 
“very lucky” to get with a show 
right off the bat, touring with 
“Can Can” abo: 10 weeks. 

After his arrival in New York, 
Arthur began working with 
musical comedies, having 
received inspiration through 
the work of Agnes de Mille, 
choreographer of the original 
“Oklahoma.” He stated that he 
was moved by her work and 
wanted to dance in the style she 
created. In 1964 he had the op- 
portunity to work with her, and 
she was very much a part of his 
life until 1966, as they continued 
to work in the same 
productions. 

In his experience with shows, 
Arthur stated it “‘was very com- 
mon to do 10 shows in 10 
weeks.” He worked 40 to 49 
weeks out of the year, audi- 
tioning and rehearsing all the 
time, continually fighting flerce 
coinpetition. 

He has toured with several 
“bus and truck” companies. 
recreating successful Broad- 


way shows In small towns 
throughout the country, hauling 
with them scenery, complete 
orchestras and everything 
needed for the production, and 
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doing an incredible amount of 
one-night stands. Arthur noted, 
in his tour with “George M!,” 
that company did 135 cities in 
six months. That kind of 
existence was incredible, he 
said, because the bus. along 


with its other 50 people, 
“literally becomes your 
house.” 


Arthur stated that he always 
takes a vacation at the end of an 
intense tour, usually traveling 
to Europe and bringing some- 
thing back into the-theatre when 
he returns, often in the area of 
authenticity in foreign affairs 

He has learned how to deal 
with the business, he said, as 
does every professional 
performer in New York. “‘It is 
not just tulent that is needed, 
one needs the abitity to be very 
adaptable and nuake numerous 
sacrifices and not regret it,” he 
said, “I will never have a 
family with a white house and 
picket fence, and I don't want 
it.’ He compared a commit- 
ment to show business as 
“almost like committing your- 
self to a convent.” 

“Performners in New York 
spend most of their income on 
all types of classes, resumes 
and photographs, needing a 
broad spectrum of abilities be- 
cause you are required to do 
everything, even sing,” Arthur 
noted. ‘‘It takes a tremendous 
amount of discipline,” he said, 
particularly when he primarily 
works as his own avent, knock- 
ing on doors that he is almost 
sure will not be answered. 
Arthur recalled perhaps his 
most harrowing experience, 
following a two-hour audition in 
which he clearly appeared the 
best performer. The part was 
given to someone else “because 
he fit the costume.” Money is 
always a factor, he added, and 
shows are becoming! more and 
more expensive to produce. 

On Broadway Arthur has per- 
formed in “Beg, Borrow or 
Steal” with Betty Garrett, who 
now appears on situation 
comedy television shows; “110 
in the Shade,” a play based on 
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“The Rainmaker,” a revival 
entitled “Music Land,” and “I 
Remember Mama,” starring 
Liv Ullman. In that last ap- 
pearance on Broadway he 
served as a swing dancer, 
covering every male role in the 
production and jumping in 
each night wherever needed. He 
also understudied an acting 
part in that, stating that type of 
work is very challenging and 
much more interesting, keeping 
up enthusiasm as "“‘vou're 
always doing something dif- 
ferent.” Arthur also toured with 
the national road-company of 
“Showboat,” and many other 
Broadway hits. 

In addition to all that, Arthur 
has juggled various stages in 
his career, governed by age. 
Because of his young ap- 
pearance and his height, he 
played children into his 30s, 
when he determined he was too 
old to play those parts, sending 
him back to square one. His suc- 
cessful career as a dancer, like 
others, 1s also controlled in part 
by age. 

“There is nothing natural 
about ballet.” he states. “You 
work in filthy conditions and 
empty rooms and it hurts . . . 
and it never stops hurting. Most 
male ballet danrers become 
severely arthritic,” he added, 
just another one of those 
sacrifices. 

In the past four vears Arthur 
has delved deeper into the area 
of directing, beginning now to 
use the full extent of his 
experience, loving the theatre 
“more than ever” und never 
ceasing to learn “from the older 
people in this business.” 

“Directing makes my own 
performances better.” Arthur 
noted, “and my experience in 
acting helps me tas a director) 
understand what the actors are 
feeling.’ He laughingly 
described his role of director as 
part artist, part psychiatrist 
and part football coach 

During the wmter months 
Arthur directs throughont the 
country as part of the Jerome 
Cargill company, based in New 
York City. The Vaudeville-type 
shows are created by Arthur for 
hospital auxiliaries and junior 
leayues as fundraising events, 
with each show clearing any- 
where from $30.00) to $50,000. 
The shows are geared to the 
performers and everything is 
the director's doing, including 
choreography and conducting 
the orchestra. He carries with 
him 29 trunks full of costumes, 
enough to outfit about 200 
performers. Working 14-hour 
days, he takes non-profes- 
sionals and uses all his theatre 
skills to train them and develop 
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a professional show. In this 
work Arthur says he likes the 
Idea that what he ts doing trans- 
lates into something nice for 
sumeone, and he ts finally able 
to stay in a place for one month 
and to meet some people. 

Arthur came to Garrett 
County to share his talents 
through the suggestion of his 
friend, Milburn Mehlhop, play- 
wright, director and actor with 
the Garrett County Playhouse 
for many years. Arthur com- 
mented that the audiences here 
are “extraordinary and ab- 
solutely attentive. I love to 
listen to the laughter... it is 
very satisfying and 
rewarding.” 

Arthur stated that he would 
someday like to do a television 
series, concentrating on 
character acting. He seems 
positive about his goals, com- 
menting that, at the age of 18 he 
set out to be a dancer on 
Broadway, and he was. The 
brightness of his eyes and his 
smile portray his eagerness to 
tackle sometlung new at any 
moment. “I keep all my options 
open, and I will probably be one 
of those people who work until 
they simply drop,” he grinned. 
“IT believe you really can’t fail . 
.. something will happen.” 

Arthur noted that “Friend- 
ships in the theatre are very in- 
tense, but you eventually have 
to leave... you have to adjust 
to closing night. I will iniss 
these people, he added, as the 
company members face this 
week's close of the season, to 
return to their other activities 
in other parts of the country.

In spite of a hot. dry two-week 
period in the middle of the 
month, July rainfall averaged 
near normal to above nornul 
except in pacts of Marviand’s 
Fastern Shore.

Hot, dry weather has reduced 
prospects, but Maryland 
farmers are still expected to 
harvest a record corn crop this 
year. Based on August 1 condi 
tions, the Maryland-Delaware 
Crop Reporting Service fore- 
casts total production at 634 
nuilhon bushels, exysht percent 
above the previous record 1979 
crop and 38 percent more than 
the 1980 drought reduced crop.

The Oakland Pobce Depart- 
ment is launching a campaign 
against destruction by area 
juveniles to property of the B&O 
Railroad. 

Officer Ron Beeghly stated 
that he arrested two juveniles 
Thursday night after they 
allegedly threw rocks or simuler 
objects at a caboose of a train 
passing through Oakland. 

A captain with the Chesste 
System Police Department out 
of Cumberland has worked with 
Beeghly to compile a list of the 
names of nearly 16 juvenile 
suspects believed to be involved 
with numerous incidents of 
vandalism to the railroad. 

Beeghly said the department 
has received an average of 
three calls per week in the past 
three months involving inci- 
dents of objects being placed on 
the tracks, objects thrown at 
trains and attempts to derail 
trains. He noted that in one in- 
stance someone Inserted a piece 
of steel in a switch, breaking tt.

If we don't develop our own 
alternatives,’ Yoder said, 
HUD will develop its own.”

Ralting Accident 


The swirling foam of a portion 
of the Youghiogheny white 
water rapids made the events of 
Friday and Saturday memor- 
able impressions upon the mind 
of Larry Nehring, 26, Cum- 
berland. 

Nehring and several conr 
panions were traveling on a raft 
approximately four miles from 
Friendsville when the victim 
was accidently thrown from the 
raft into the swift water. 
According to reports, Nehring 
fought the current and man- 
aged to swim to a rock in the 
middle of the river. Because of 
the swiftness of the river, the 
other members of his party 
were unable to rescue him, and 
continued the four-mile trek to 
Friendsville, the nearest town, 
where they contacted the Gar- 
rett County Civil Defense. 

Meanwhile, Nehring had de- 
cided that his chances of rescue 
from the river were minimal, 
and felt his best available 
option was to make his way to 
shore. After the water had 
calmed, he reportedly swam as 
far as he could, and managed to 
get to the west bank of the river, 
where he built a rough shelter 
and covered himself with leaves 
to keep warm. At the time of the 
accident, he was wearing only 
cut-off jeans 

A point of command was 
established in the Friendsville 
Fire Hall, and crews dispatched 
included the Northern Rescue 
Squad, the Maryland State 
Police, the Department of 
Natural Resources, and fire 
companies from Friendsville 
and Deep Creek. 

The Southern Rescue Squad 
responded at 10.30 p.m, witha 
fuur-wheel-drive ambulance to 
assist in the rescue through the 
heavily wooded, rattlesnake- 
infested terrain 

Nehring was rescued and re- 
turned to his home approxi- 
mately 6 a.m., apparently suf- 
fering no serious ill-effects from 
his ordeal. 

One unfortunate incident was 
reported as a result of the 
rescue event. 

The Northern Rescue Squad 
equipment truck was declared a 
total loss when the driver fell 
asleep and ran off the road, 
striking a culvert. on his way 
back from the rescue scene. 


Trailer Destroyed

County Roads Contract Deadline 


Draws Near, Talks Continne 


Representatives for Garrett 
County and for the American 
Federation of State, Municipal 
and County F.mplovees, the 
union for the Garrett County 
ruads department employees, 
have scheduled a meeting this 
Thursday in an attempt to end 
negotiations before the county 
contract extension runs out on 
midnight of August 31. 

In a meeting with the county 
commissioners Tuesday, 
representatives of the union 
stated that if negotiations have 
not ended before the deadline, 
another federal mediator might 
be called in to help the two 
parties reach a settlement 

The representatives met with 
the commissioners yesterday to 
ask questions about the county 
budget and to make recommen- 
dations on how to improve the 
county's fiscal situation 

One item the representatives 
questioned was a $700,000 fund 
balance which the county audit 
showed to have been carried 
over to FY1981 at the end of 
FY1980. Though the commis- 
sioners could not provide an 
exact answer, they said poss- 
ible reasons were that they also 
carried over a $400,000 accounts 
payable and had other expenses 
and deficits that were not ap 
parent in the audit. 

The 
stated that the budget provided 
for the public did not ardequ- 
ately show county expenditures 
und revenues. The commis- 
sioners rephed that although 
the budget comphes with Mary- 
land public law, they are 
investigating ways to provide a 
more detailed budget. 


Another criticism made by 
the representatives was that the 
county had a high amount of 
delinquent taxes and had a high 
discount rate for early 
payment. 

The commissioners stated 
that the major reason for the 
high amount of delinquent taxes 
was due to the difficulty of col- 
lection from some strip mine 
operators. They added that the 
tonnage tax on coal was estab- 
lished and the personal prop- 
erty tax on strip mine operators 
was abolished in an attempt to 
correct the problem. 

The commissioners further 
pointed out that if an attractive 
discount rate were not offered, 
the county would probably face 
a cash flew problem because 
more taxpayers would wait 
until the end of the vear to pay 
taxes 

The unien representatives 
also questioned some of the esti- 
Inated expenditure and revenue 
items m the F¥1981-82 budget. 
The representatives supivested 
the commissioners were too low 
in estimating, revenues from 
interest and penalties on taxes 
and were too high in expected 
expenditures in the contingency 
fund, county contracted ser- 
vices, and the solid waste 
department. 

In response, the commis- 
stoners stated they believed 
they would rather underesti- 
mate revenues and over- 
estimate expenditures, than the 
reverse. They also noted that 
seme of the expenditure cate- 
vories were igh because of 
changes in accounts and new 
expenditures. 


Bear Cub Shot Following 
Confrontation Near Friendsville

A bear cub, which the DNR 
estimated to weigh about 150 
pounds, was shot in the head 
after it confronted a Friends- 
ville man and entered a house 
on the Squire Fike Road off 
Route 42 near Friendsville on 
Saturday mht. 

The series af event: happened 
between 9:30 and 19 30 p.m. 
beginning when Emerson 
Pete) Frazee, 56, walked down 
to his barn to turn off some 
lights that were left on. Going 
through a gate and approaching 
the barn Frazee said he heard a 
growl, turned and suw the bear 
about 10 paces from hun, stand- 
ington its hind legs. 

Having just recovered from 
surgery. Frazee said he was 
afraid to run, and opted to re 
main still and call for help. In 
whut “seemed like an hour or 
two,” Frazee stated, he re- 
mained there about 10 minutes. 
In the meantime the bear had 
put its front paws up against a 
tree in the barnyard, did not ad- 
vance and did not retreat, but 
simply stared at Frazee. 
Frazee s German Shepherd was 
on the other side of the bear, 
barking but keeping its 
distance. 

Frazee’s son-in-law, Bob 
Neratka, 23, eventually left the 
Frazee home, heard the ian 
yelling and spotted the bear. He 
stated that the only gun avuail- 
able at the time was a double 
barrel 12-gauge shotgun and he 
zrabbed it and ran down to the 
pate. Neratka shot the cub in 
the nose and left side of its head 
with bird shut, and it drupped to 





all fours, stumbled and _ fell 
avatinst the barn. 

The animal then weaved in 
through the trees surrounding 
the barnyard and the two men 
lost sight of it. The wounded cub 
apparenuy went through the 
fence and wandered around the 
Frazee yard and across the 
street tu the Melvin Fike home, 
vacant at the time. leaning up 
atathat shding elass doors 
there. Tt then apparently went 
back into the Frazee vard and 
back through the fence, event- 
vally ending up at the Homer 
Rodeheaver residence across @ 
10-acre field, in a well-lit area 
bordered on one side by woods 
and on the other by a cornfield. 

Rodeheuver and his step-son, 
Jeff, Humberson, Frazee and 
Neratka were out in the wooded 
area near the barnyard 
attempting to find the bear, and 
Mrs. Bernice Rodeheaver was 
alone in her house. Mrs. Frazee 
telephoned Mrs. Rodeheaver, 
saymy that a bear had been shot 
and was wild, and warning her 
that she should lock her doors

Within the past two weeks, two of the three 
Vietnamese families which established residence in 
Garrett County last year have moved away. They 
have left not because of economic. treubles, 
unemployment, displeasure with the area, nor 
harassment by county natives. Their moving is one 
of progress, to places where more of their own 
people are already established. There they will be 
somewhat more comfortable and able to contribute 
more to society, a society which they know has 
offered them not only freedom, but life itself. 

There was yvreat sadness associated with their 
leaving, for not only did it mean the loss of 
productive citizens to the county, but also it meant 
the physical separation of many good, close friends. 
While those friendships will never be broken, it’s 
entirely possible that the refugees and their Garrett 
County hosts will never again see each other. 

Much credit should go to the citizens of this 
county who worked so many long, difficult hours to 
assist these fellow human beings at a time when 
their need was so great. They have already received 
their reward, however, in the furm of enrichment 
and gratification in having been a part of the effort. 

Credit is also due to the people of Garrett County 
in general. To our knowledge there was not a single 
incident of aggression or even harsh words against 
the Vietnamese people. The younger members of the 
families were readily accepted by their peers in 
school and the adults were treated with respect and 
courtesy. Even those who are prejudiced against 
these people seemed to be able to stifle those feelings 
and give the refugees a chance. When the 
Vietnamese proved that they would not be welfare 
cases and/or criminals, they were accepted. 
Hopefully more refugee families will be welcomed 
into the county, because the need for more homes is 
us preat as ever. 

Probably nobody in Garrett County understands 
better the meaning and value of freedom than these 
Vietnamese. They have literally stared death in the 
face. Because of their tremendous appreciation of 
that freedom and towards this nation. it is only 
natural that they will do all they can to support this 
nation.

Commission passed a resolution 
at its August 18 meeting to 
adopt the proposed boundaries 
for the Deep Creek Lake Sani- 
tary District.

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Second Impression 
Numbers Game 


by Harry Fox 

Don't look now. but Garrett County just tost another round. In 
the continuing eastward march of the 6th Congressional District 
boundary line, the 1980 census population shift within the state 
has dictated another adjustment in the congressiona! delegation 
of Maryland. 

The people doing it are members of the gubernatorial task 
force on redistmeting. Gov. Hughes has asked them to develop a 
plan to be submitted to the General Assembly as part of the 
proposed state district plan. 

The task is not an easy one. Essentially it involves devising a 
formula for carving up Maryland’s congressional seats to result 
in equal representation for all the state’s citizens. The more 
populated areas should have more representatives. 

The problem comes when the thinly populated western 
regions of the state compete for congressional representation 
with the heavyweights: Montgomery and Prince George's 
Counties, and the suburban areas of Anne Arundel and Baltimore 
Counties. Oddly enough, Garrett County and Baltimore City find 
themselves in simular predicaments, since the once massive 
population of the city has declined in the last decades. Fewer 
people mean that district boundaries must grow. 

This situation reaches extremes in the case of our 6th 
District, which stretches from the outskirts of Baltimore to the 
mountains of Garrett County, resulting in a district nearly 20%, 
too large for effective congressional representation. That is the 
finding of the task foree. 

There does not seem to be an immediate solution to this 
numbers game. F.qual representation, a fundamental part of our 
political system, requires fair distribution of our congressional 
delegation. But representative government also implies a 
reasonable level of contact between the electorate and_ its 
spokesperson— the representative. 

Rep. Beverly Byron, the present 6th District congresswoman, 
has done an exemplary job of keeping in touch with the far 
reaches of her territory. We cannot, however, always count on 
such a responsive votce in Washington. 

The solution, for the present, seems to lie in our hands. An 
active electorate. interested in politics and ready to become 
iivelved, can do much to overcome the fickle hand dealt to 
western Mary land in the present numbers game. Let's get busy.

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John Yommer: Vividly Alive At 103 
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BROTHERS SHARING a birthday party is nothing unusual, but these particular brothers have 
seen more than the average candle displays. Dan Yommer. left. is 95 years ‘‘younq,”’ and his brother, 
John, is an unbelievable 103. John celebrated his birthday on Thursday. August 20, and was guest of 
honor at a party given by Elaine Beachy, Accident, with whom he resides.

It seemed like an ordinary 
assignment. Interview a 
103-year-old gentleman from 
Jennings whose resided in 
Garrett County throughout his 
entire life. I knew his name. 
John Yommer. I knew he now 
lives in a private home, and is 
lovingly cared for by Mrs. 
Elaine Beachy, a former nurs- 
ing home employee, whose life 
seems devoted to the elderly. I 
knew he had a 95-vear-old 
brother named Dan, whom he 
had physically taken care of, In 
addition to his own home, for 
the past 11 years. Danis a deaf 
mute. John is a remarkable 
individual. 

As I entered the room, I was 
greeted by two pairs of curious 
eyes, and toothless grins that 
melted any fear or 
apprehension gained on the 
drive to the interview. I'd made 
a mental list of questions to ask 
this man who had lived for more 
than a century, but, after meet- 
ing him, found myself straying 
from the list to follow his 
exceptional wit and recall of the 
past. 

I asked how he managed to 
celebrate 103 birthdays, which 
certainly isn't common, and he 
replied, “I guess I just kept on 
poing. I walked nearly every- 
where I went, because I 
couldn't afford a horse. Of 
course, I had no car. Neither did 
anyone else. It wasn't invented 
yet.” 

John’s parents were born in 
Germany and maintained many 
German customs in the home. 
He was taught German 
prayers, which he still 
remembers and can recite, and 
related many times over the im- 
portance of daily prayer and a 
Christian lifestyle. John be- 
longs to the Zion Lutheran 
Church in Jennings, and attend- 
ed faithfully until January, 
when walking became a bit too 
difficult. He still takes an active 
part in religious services which 
are brought to hs bedside 
several times each month by 
Menno Beachy, an Amish 
Bible teacher, who visits faith- 
fully with John and his room- 
mates. A German Bible was 
kept in his childhood home and 
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his parents received a German 
newspaper which they 
interpreted for the children. 

AS a younyster he recalls be 
ing able to attend schvol oniy 
about two months of the year. 
for various reasons, but mostly 
because the conununity had no 
monev for a teacher His 
parents were responsible fur 
the majority of ny. teaching and 
obviously :nstilled the rehgious 
beliefs he so strongly professes. 
Table frace ranks aS a number 
one rule of any home, according 
to John. and he practices that 
behet before each meal. 

Jolin was married more than 
89 veurs aso, to the former 
Abby Beachy, and recalls 
taking! her tor a sleigh ride as a 
first date. They were married in 
Oakland and spent their one- 
night honeymoon in the Giesse- 
man Hotel. He thinks the own- 
ers intentionally failed to 
charge him for the room as a 
wedding yift. The couple had 
one child, a daughter, who died 
when she was two years old. 

Sawmills in the area provided 
John with his livelihood for the 
most part, and he recalled do- 
ing some surveying as a young 
man. For the last 11 years. 
following the death of his wife, 
John kept his home and cared 
for his brother, Dan, until 
January of this year. Mrs. 
Beachy remarked that the 
home was clean and well cared 
for, considering the fact that the 
man was 102 years old at the 
time. His heartwarming desire 
to protect his sibling was 
obvious. They communicated in 
sign language and John care- 
fully consulted his brother be- 
fore answering many of the 
questions. He repeatedly asked 
that the interview include Dan's 
memories as well as his own, 
indicating the deep devotion the 
men feel for each other. Dan 
disappeared for several years, 
during which time John had no 
positive contact with him. "He 
was a drifter,” the elderly 
gentleman recalled. “We 
worried about him, because he 
can’t hear and he can't talk. But 
he made it back home ” Dan 
claims to have traveled through 
42 states during that period in 
his life. He attended a school for 
the deaf in Frederick for a time 
and learned the sign language

Weekly Fatalities 
Total Fourteen 


Weekly fatalities are on the 
increase again as 14 persons 
lost their lives on Maryland 
highways for the week ending 
August 23, according to 
information supplied by law 
enforcement agencies through- 
out the state of Maryland. Of 
these fatalities, seven were 
drivers, four were passengers, 
two were pedestrians and one 
was a bicyclist. 

Alcohol was a contributing 
factor in four of the deaths, 
speed in seven and driver error 
was present in 12. Of the five 
motorcycle accidents which 
killed six persons, three were 
attributed to excessive speed on 
the part of the motorcyclist, 
while two accidents were 
caused by other drivers striking 
the motorcyclist. 

Persons killed through 
August 23 total 503, compared to 
477 for the same period last 
year.

Grantsville Vietnamese Family 


Relocates in Northern California 


The second Vietnamese 
family to leave Garrett County 
departed Saturday morning for 
San Francisco, Cal., and a 
future in an area mostly 
inhabited by persons of 
Chinese descent. 

The Fan family, a group of 
16 South Vietnamese who fled 
in Novenber, 1978, and spent 
18 months in a Malaysian 
refugee camp, arrived in 
Garrett County through the 
assistance of nine Mennonite 
churches in northern Garrett 
County and southern Somerset, 
Pa., in July of last year. 

The course of events in the 
lives of the family members is 
an eventful one, according to 
Mrs. Esther Yoder, Grants- 
ville, one of the principal 
organizers of the group effort 
to relocate the refugees. 

The goal of each family, as 
well as the sponsoring group. 
was to educate each member 
in the use of the language, and 
to assist their desire to become 
financially self-sufficient. 
According to Mrs. Yoder, “The 
Fan family made tremendous 
strides in communication, as 
well as social adjustments over 
the past year. When they 
arrived, their vocabulary, for 
the most part, consisted of 
‘please’ and ‘thank you’ in 
English. Since then, they have 
learned, with help from 
members of the congregations, 
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to shop, to travel from place to 
place, to attend classes and 
church services, etc., com- 
pletely on their own.” 

The children enrolled in the 
county school were able. upon 
teaviny, to read on a fourth 
prade level, and the boys were 
working with mathematics on 
an eighth grade level at the 
close of this school year. 

The trip will be made on a 
nationwide travel bus, and 
their possessions will consist of 
no more than 100 pounds per 
adult member. Their lifestyle 
has always called for leaving 
tangible things behind, and 
their natural instincts allow 
them to make do with what 
they have or can acquire upon 
their arrival in their new home 
area. “The main concern is 
their desire to preserve the 
customs and culture of their

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GINSENG HUNTER FINDS A BEAUTY — Mike Hinebaugh

more, spending every day of the season, from August 20 through 
December, searching the woods of Garrett County for profit.

This particular 
plant was found in Sang Run, and Hinebaugh said his total 
coltected amount on Friday for about three hours of work was 
nearly two pounds. In addition to his selling the root to dealers, 
Hinebaugh states he derives pleasure from ginseng hunting, as he 
loves nature and enjoys getting out in the woods. Ginseng hunting 
is a highly competitive business among woodsmen here, and plant 
locations are always a guarded secret, Hinebaugh noted. It 1s no 
wonder he is evasive as to exact locations. particularly if ne 
knows where to locate more of these $600 specimens.

Local DNR Police Call Attention 


To Newest Spotlighting Law 


Garrett County Natural Re 
suurces Police, as well as 
officials of the Muryland 
Department, wish to call 
attention to a new law govern- 
ing the use of artificial lyzhts for 
the purpose of looking for or ob- 
serving wildlife. The practice ts 
communonk known as ‘‘spot- 
hyhting”, and is now ilegal at 
any time in Garrett County 

In addition, the provisions of 
the new luw, in effect since July 
1, 1981, stite that possesstan of a 
firearm or bow when spotliyht- 
mip ois also in violation of the 
law, and if found guilty of this 
act. the person could be fined up 
to $2.0 or imprisoned for up to 
six months, or both 

Besides Garrett County, the 
new law proh'sts spothyhting 
at any time in Anne Arundel, 


Calvert, Allegany, Kent, 
Caroline, Talbot, Dorchester, 
Queen Anne, Cecil, and 


Washington Counties. 

A two-hour after sunset time 
allotment 1s permitted in the 
remaining counties for the sol 
Purpese of observing or 
photographing wildlife. In no 
event is spothghting allowed in 
thase counties after 10 p.m. The 
new law further states that the 
person casting the rays of 
artificial light, or any person 
with hum, has the burden of 
establishiny that he was doing 
so for the purpose of obser ing 
or photographing wildlife. 

Richard Towers, local officer 
for the Garrett County DNR. 
explained that a person or two 
or more persons together, may 
not hunt or attempt to hunt at 


night any species of wild bird ur 
wild quadriped with a light, in- 
cluding the headlights of any 
vehicle. Fields, orchards, live- 
stock, wild animals or birds, 
dwellings, or buildings may not 
have rays of light east upon 
them, with the exception of 
those east by a farmer or land- 
owner In the act of hecking his 
land, crops, livestock, or 
poultry, Kaecoons, fox, or 
opossum may be hunted on foot 
ut might during open season 
with the use of a do or lizht. or 
both. 

Towers emphasised that 
persons in violation of the law, 
when captured will be prosecut- 
ed to the full extent of the new 
law Several spotlighting inci 
dents have occurred since July 
1, and DNR patrols are con- 
stantly on duty to insure thut 
violators will be prosecuted. 
“From now on.” said Towers. 

There will be no passing 20. no 
collecting, $200, and violators 
will go directly to court.”

Coal Exports Decline Slightly 


BALTIMORE (UPI) -- Coat 
exports from Baltimore shpped 
only slightly during the first six 
months of 1981, despite the 
nationwide coal strike by the 
Umted Mine Workers, figures 
from the Marviand Port Ad- 
ministration revealed. 
Almost 9 million tons of coal 
were shipped out of Baltimore 
for the period ending June 30, 
compared to 5.1 millon tons in 
the first six months of 1980, the 
administration said. 


The National Coal Association 
estimated nearly half of the 
coal shipped through Baltimore 
during the first half of the year 
— 2.3 million tons — was steam 
coal. which is a lower grade 
than the metallurgical coal 
traditionally preferred by 1n- 
dustry. 

The primary destination of 
the shipments was Japan, 
which tmported about 1.5 
nullion tons from the port.

jand environmental officials 
postponed the release of a list 
of possible sites for a new 
hazardous waste landfill so that 
the public would not be 

unnecessurily alarmed,” a 
spokeswoman said. 

“It was one of our concerns 
that people were becomung 
uniecessarily alarmed,” said 
Shelley Murphy, a spokesman 
for the Maryland Environmen- 
tal Service 
The state had planned to 
rticase today a long list of sites 
still under consideration as 
possible waste sites, following 
the conclusion of a four-step 
site selection process. But the 
state has now decided to pick 
three sites from the long list 
and make those site locations 
public within 90 days. 

John R. Griffin, an environ- 


mental adviser to Gov. Harry 
Hughes, said of the state’s 
decision to withhold the long 
list: “A number of tentative 
site areas they have come un 
with in this phase of the 
process are immediately going 
to be elmininated in the next 
phase because of other factors, 
so why alarm the public at this 
point?”’ 

The state encountered strong 
opposition from Cecil County 
reuidents, after those residents 
learned that the state was 
considering putting a hazardous 
waste landfill in their locality. 
The protests stopped when 
Hughes told the residents it was 
unlikely the state would pick a 
Cecil County site. 

The state's only hazardous 
waste landfill, near Glen 
Burnie, is filling fast. It’s 
operating permit expires next 
May. 


Bay Foundation Director Resigns 


ANNAPOLIS + UPI) The 
director of the Chesapeake Bay 
Foundation, the bay's largest 
environmental group, resigned 
because of what he termed 
serious differences on policy 
and management with the 
foundation's board of directors. 
Former (entral Intelligence 
Agency official David McGrath, 
named director of the bay 
foundation in June 1980, said 
Tuesday he was leaving ‘with 
regret, but no rancor.” 
McGrath refused to discuss 
his differences with trustees, 
saying only that the foundation 
“has some very basic and 
difficult decisions to make 
about what it wants to be and 
to do.” 

The foundation has been a 


leader in’ fights against oil 
refineries on the bay and on 
conservation issues since its 
founding in 1971. During 

McGrath's tenure, the group 
hired lawyers to intensify its 
program of reviewing industrial 
discharges of pollutants into the 
bay. 

It had also allocated large 
portions of its funds toward 
fighting permits for a power 
plant on the Eastern Shore and 
u waste reprocessing center in 
Baltimore. 

Mc(irath’s exit reportedly 
marked the second time in less 
than two years that foundation 
trustees have become dissatis- 
fied with a director. In 1979, 
Arthur W. Sherwood was 
pressured by trustees to retire 
fullowing 10 years as director.

Jury Hears Taped Conversations 
At Accused Klan Leader’s Trial 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — The 
attorney for a Maryland Ku 
Klux Klan leader accused of 
attempting to firebomb an 
NAACP headquarters tried to 
convince a federal jury Tues- 
day his chent was all talk and 
no action. 

Richurd Savini, 1, was 
charged in May with possession 
und manufacturing a destruc- 
tive device and ‘willfully and 
maliciously" attempting — to 
damaye a property used in 
interstate commerce. 

He Is accused of attempting 
to firebomb the house of James 
R. Pennington. president of the 
Baltimore County branch of the 
NAACP. Pennington’s house 
also serves as the organiza- 
tion's headquarters. 

The jury in U.S. District 
Court heard tape recordings of 
conversations between Savina, 
who said he was the Imperial 
Wizard of the Maryland KKK, 
and Det. Edward Eifert, an 
undercover Baltimore County 
police officer who infiltrated 
the KKK. 

The conversations, recorded 
between April 11, 1981 and May 
20, 1981, included discussions 
about Savina’s alleged plans to 
firebomb Pennington’s — resi- 
dence by filling a plastic gallon 
muk jug with gasoline, igniting 
the fuse and lobbbing it onto 
the civil right's leader's front 
porch. 

The tape indicated Eifert and 
Savina discussed the merits of 
a plastic container versus a 
plass one. 

‘If you throw a plass bottle... 
pus is going to go everywhere 
and the fuse ain't going to burn 

* Savina told Eifert. “Plastic, 
you just roll it on the porch and 
as soon as fuse goes into the 
pas — shlihhh — just like a 
hand grenade ~ 

Defense lawyer Gerson Melil- 
man attempted to downplay 
Savina’s role when he cross- 
examined En:fert. Mehlman 
cited several instances when 
Savina boasted about the size of 





his group. brazed about his 
ability to obtain weapons and 


carried on loud discussions 
about the group in public 
places. 


Mehlinan pointed out Savina 
intially told Eifert there were 
1.100 members in his KKK 
branch. That figure became 
inflated to 5,000 by May 1980, 
but Efert testified he only met 
eight persons affiliated with 
Savina's group and three of 
them lived out of State. 

Fifert testified that Savina 
described to him a high-speed 
chase during which he eluded 
police officers, an event Mehl- 
man characterized as “seme- 
thing out of the movies.” 

Eifert said Savina promised 
to yet guns for him, but Savina 
never delivered the weapons 
and refunded his money. 

The tapes revealed that 
Savina described how to manu- 
facture a pipe bomb, but Eifert 
suid he never saw a_ pipe 
incen(vary in Suvina’s posses- 
sion. 

Savina bragged to Eifert he 
controlled judges who would 
issue injunctions prohibiting 
other KKK — factions from 
gathering in Maryland, but the 
detective said he had no 
evidence that had ever occured. 


David Berg, arrested by 
Baltunore County police for 
three cross burnings in the 
county in early 1981, said 
Savina provided him with the 
fuse to ignite the crosses, KKK 
literature to distribute and a 
British text on explosives. 
Savina, a pudgy father of 
two, brought his Bible to court 
apain Tuesday. He listened 
impassively to a tape of his 
chortling voice outlining a 
brutal method of eluninating 
civil rights marchers. 

“Td like to rent a helicopter. 
Man, that would be just right. 
Go up there with a great biz 
napalm bomb and drop it right 
on them .. .freedom marchers 
down in D.C.,” Savina said.

BALTIMORE (UPI) — State 


Insurance Commissioner 
Edward J. Birrane used the

The Evening Sun also said 
Birrane used his control over 
the affairs of at least two 
firms, both of them under 
receivership, to award more 
than $4 million in jobs and 
contracts. 

But Byron Roberts, public 
affairs chief for the commus- 
sion, maintained the article 
revealed no evidence of wrong- 
doing by his boss, who was out 
of town and unavailable for 
comment. 

“He has made some trips,” 
said Roberts. “But the state 
says he can't go out of state on 
business and use state money 
to pay for it. If there's 
something wrong, it would be 
with the state of Maryland for 
not paying for those trips.” 
The commissioner made per- 
sonal use of a 1980 automobile 
leased by one of the companies, 
American Centennial Life In- 
surance (Co., the newspaper 
said. 

“He (Birrane) said maybe he 
used bad judgment on the 
automobile, but if you rob an 
old laby's purse, you've done 
more than he's done.” 
Birrane told the newspaper 
he used the car to commute to 
his state job, had driven it to 
meetings aS far away as 
Detroit and had used the 
vehicle, a Buick LaSabre, for 
other personal business.

car and his travel billings had 
been cleared by auditors and 
attorneys for the companies. 

Birrane also billed American 
Centennial and Maryland In- 
demnity Insurance Co. for 
travel expenses related to 
meetings of the National 
Association of Insurance Com- 
pamies, the newspaper said. 

However, Roberts said the 
trips had potential benefits for 
the companies because Birrane 
is legally charged with the 
responsibility of finding a buyer 
for the firms.

“The conunissioner has to be 
the receiver, whether he likes it 
or not,” Roberts said. ‘For all 
intents and purposes, he is the 
president of the company.” 

Roberts conceded some of the 
attorneys who received the fees 
are acquaintances of Birrane’s, 
but arzued all of the transac- 
tions were approved by the 
court. 


When the others arrived, all 
was quiet and everyone 
assumed the bear was out of the 
house.

Congressional redistricting is 
not mentioned in either the 
state constitution or statutes, 
although Gov. Harry Hughes 
has directed the redistricting 
task force to come up with a 
congressional plan that he will 
submit to the General Assem- 
bly in January along with the 
proposed — state redistricting 
plan. 

Over the decade since the 
last congressional redistricting, 
population in the two major 
Baltimore districts has dropped 
by. more than 200,000. That 
mieans the district lines will 
have to be extended into areas 
where the population has 
expanded, such as Anne Arun 
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del County, the 4th District 
represented by Republican Rep. 
Majorie Holt. 

The figures show that popula- 
tion in the Ist District, 
represented by Democrat Roy 
Dyson, is nearly 16 percent 
above the ‘ideal’ district size 
of 527,056; the 4th District is 11 
percent too large; the Western 
Maryland 6th District is nearly 
20 percent too large and the 
Montgomery County 8th district 
is nearly 4 percent too large. 

Population in Long's district, 
the 2nd, is about 1 percent 
below the ideal sized district; 
the 3rd District is 18 percent 
smaller than the ideal; the 5th 
is nearly 11 percent too small; 
and population in the 7th is 20 
percent less than the ideal sized 
district. 


Debt Collector Fined For Improper 
Actions, Consumer Law Violations 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — A 
jude Tuesday ordered a 
television rental company, 
whose debt collectors were 
accused of impersonating police 
officers and displaying guns, to 
pay $20,400 in fines for violating 
the state’s debt collection and 
consumer protection laws. 
Circuit Court Judge Mary 
Arabian found that Action TV, 
a firm based in Baltimore 
County, had violated the law 
when it used threats of force 
while collecting debts. 

Court testimony also showed 
that in addition to threats from 
pun-brandishing employees, 
customers were also harassed 
by late-night telephone calls 
demanding payments on televi- 
sion sets, stereos or appliances 
they were renting from Action 
TV. 

Assistant Attorney General H. 
Robert Erwin said, “This 
decision serves as a_ stern 
warning to debt collectors that 
they must abide by the rules 
established under Maryland's 
law, which gives them ample 
recourse for collecting just 
debts.” 


Ms. Arabian also held that 
Action TV, which has been in 
business in the Baltimore area 
since 1976, violated a previous 
agreement with the Consumer 
Protection Division in which 
they promised to inform con- 
sumers that some of their 
goods were used 

But in her 5l-page opinion, 
Ms. Arabian rejected the 
contention of lawyers from the 
Consumer Protection Division 
of the Maryland Attorney 
General's Office that Action 
TV's practices violated the 
state's Retail Installment Sales 
Act. 

Frwin, who heads the Con- 
sumer Protection Division, said 
of the rejection, “This is a 
close legal question. Its impor- 
tance demands that it be 
answered by the state's appel- 
late courts. We will appeal.” 
Erwin said his office may 
also appeal Ms. Arabian’s 
decision to absolve Action TV 
of the accusation it improperly 
advertised used equipment as 
new and failed to honor 
commitments regarding war- 
ranties and repairs. 


Judge Finds Inmates’ Indictments 
For Escape Are Not Valid 


BALTIMORE (UPI) -— A 
Supreme Bench judge has 


thrown out escape charges filed 
against nine of 29 inmates 
indicted after an investigation 
into the Brock Bridye Correc- 
tional Institution's work-release 
program. 

Judge Robert Bell dismissed 
the escape charges Monday, 
but gave no reason for the 
action. The inmates’ lawyers 
had argued the charges should 
be dismissed because the state 
did not collect enough evidence 
during the March investigation 
to prove the escape charges. 

Under Maryland law, inmates 
participating in work or educa- 
tion-release programs are “‘es- 
caped” if they go anywhere 
else than to class or to work. 


Police said an investigation was 
carried out, and no charges are 
pending at this time, as “the 
bear was shot under unusual 
circumstances.” He added that 
“bears are protected by law 
from people shooting them, and 
other than under most unusual 
circumstances, we would prose- 
cute someone for shooting a 
beur.”” 

The family members stated 
that the animal ran fast and the 
DNR said it did not appear to 
have been blinded. Mrs. Rode- 
heaver stated that it was 
“fierce” when it entered the 
house, and her husband added 
that, ‘When you feel your life is 
in danger, your first inclination 
is to shoot.” 

One DNR official noted that 
since the bear had been hand- 
fed, which he said is unwise, 
perhaps it did not originally re- 
treat from Frazee because It 
wanted some food. Officials 
said they could not explain why 
the bear had entered the house. 

Golden stated that ‘We're 
hoping to have a few (bears) 
around, and with the help of the 
public, maybe we will.” He said 
he believes this is the third one 
shot this summer that the DNR 
is aware of. 

Wilhams stated that ‘the 
very fact that a bear comes 
around a house or niakes noises 
is not justification to shoot it,” 
however this was an unusual 
CITC utldiaii ce, Said. Wu 
liams advised that per: ons see- 
ing a bear near their property 
should call the Department of

To Reclaim Abandoned Strip Mines

Land once ravaved by coal 
minine, before federal recla- 
mution laws were enacted in 
1977, is now being restored to its 
original contour under the 
federal Rural Abandoned Mine 
Program 

RAMP, established by the 
Surface Mining Control and 
Reclamation Act of 1877, 1s 
administered by the Soil Con- 
servation Servier which helps 
program) participants develop 
reclamation plans for their Jand 
and offers them long-term cost 
sharing to put these pluns to 
work 

Property @wners with land 
that has been mined for coal 
before August 3, 1977 or that 1s 
affected bs abandened mines, 
are eiiible to apply to purticr 
pute in the program, 

Any property owner can 
apply for the program if the 
property is not under lease or 1s 
planned to be :z.sed for more 
nung. Ne more than szu acres 
may be entered on an appl 


cation. The program also ex 
cludes most of the mined lands 
for which the reclamation bond 
was forfeited to the state 

Those who ure accepted into 
the program are eligible for 25 
to 100 percent cost sharing with 
the federal government. The 
amount granted depends on the 
acreage to be reclaimed, the 
proposed use after reclamation 
and whether the benefits are 
mostly private or public 

In Garrett County, there ure 
5.050 acres of abandoned mimes 
that are known to be eligible for 
the program 

To date, 13 acres in the Kemp- 
ton urea have been reclaimed 

This property, owned by Clif- 
ford Reall, was the first) in 
Maryland to be reclaimed 
What ts now a meadow along 
the Kempton Road, was once un 
open pit which dropped about of 
feet, five feet away from the 
roadway. 

The Reall site was cleaned of 
debris, back filled, and revege- 
tated during last) summer. 
Another abandoned nune site, 
adjacent to the Reall site, Is 


being reclatmed this summer. 

The sites are chosen for recla- 
mation ona priority basis. John 
Reckner. coordinator of the pro- 
pram in the Garrett County Soil 
Conservation Service office, 
notes that the average cost to 
reclaim an acre of an aban- 
doned nune is $10,000. With the 
Iunited funds they have for the 
program, Reckner explained, 
they must be selective. 

Sites given top priority for 
reclamiatin are those which 
pose extreme danger to public 
health, welfare, safety, and 
property because of past coal 
mining. Second priority 1s pro- 
tection of public health. safety, 
and general welfare from ad- 
verse effects of mummy. Third 
priority is restoring the 
environment where it has been 
deyraded 

RAMP dees regulate the in- 
tended use for the land after its 
reclamation. The program 
allows land to be reclaimed for 
pasture, woodland, rane, crop- 
land, noncommercial recre- 
ation, and wildlife. The land can 
be converted to other uses after 
the cost-sharing contract 
expires 

John Reckner pointed out that 
the money used to reclaim the 
abandoned mines does not come 


out of taxpayers’ pockets. It 
comes from the federal sur- 
charye on coal currently mined 
in the United States. Up to 20 
percent of the surcharge Is allo- 
cated to the Soil Conservation 
Service for RAMP. 

Persons wishing to know 
more about the program may 
inquire at the Soil Conservation 
Service office in the Gurrett 
County Courthouse, Oakland.

in God, there was no problem 
that I could not solve, no situa- 
tion I could not master. Then, 
one day, | was faced with the 
realization thal all my clear 
thinking and hard work were 
not sufficient for the situation 
that confronted me. Like Teil- 
hard, 1 found that all I had left 
was my trust in God. 

| came out of that experience, 
not despising or forsaking clear 
thinking and hard work—I still 
believe in them—but realizing 
that these, like all the other 
human supports io which we 
look for help, are limited and 
finite and sometimes are just 
not enough, When that hap- 
pens, only trust in God can 
bring us through. Then we are 
led to sing with Moses: ‘'The 
Rock, his work is perfect; for 
all his ways are justice. A God 
of faithfulness and without tn- 
iquity, just: and right is he’’ 
(Deuteronomy 32:4). 


Found In A Desert 

Sometimes it is only when we 
find ourselves lost in a desert 
wilderness of disappointments, 
failures, sins, and false solu- 
tions, that we come to know 
God face to face. This is how 
Israel lirst encountered God: 
“He found him in a desert land, 
and in the howling waste of the 
wilderness” (32:10). Destitute, 
despised, alone, the people had 
nowhere else to turn but to God. 


Yet, in the midst of such an 
experience there is often life’s 
sweetest discovery: the faithtul 
love of God! It was in the desert 
that God proved his love to 
Israel, leading, feeding and sus- 
turing him. ‘and he made him 
suck honev out of the rock” 
(30:13). 


God forbid that you should 
have to encounter God thus. 
But, if you find yourself in one 
of life’s barren deserts, remem- 
ber to look for the Rock, and 
the sweetness that can be sours 
even in the wilderness.

Federal crop insur- 
ance is available in every 
county in Maryland. 

USDA urges farmers to sign 
up for the insurance coverage 
before the deadline and 
cautions them not to expect 
ASCS disaster program protec- 
tion to be available next year. 
According to Peterson, current 
legislation being considered by 
Congress calls for disaster pay- 
ments only in those counties 
where the federal crop insur- 
ance is not available. 

The future plans of the 
Federal Crop Insurance 
Corporation is to establish 
insurance coverage on most 
agricultural crops. The expan- 
sion is part of an overall effort 
to assure virtually every 
farmer the opportunity to take 
advantage of the all-risk crop 
insurance provram. 

USDA statistics show that 
each yeur, one of every 14 
planted cres never make it to 
harvest. 

lhe federal crop insurance is 
a self-help assistance program 
desigued to provide economic 
protection for farm families. 
Next year, the coverage will be 
available nationwide on corn, 
wheat, cotton, grain sorghum, 
rice, and barley—the six major 
crops. Major producing areas 
prowing 22 other crops also will 
be covered. 

Peterson reminded farmers 
that the list of agents authorized 
by FCIC to sell all-risk crop 
insurance may be obtained by 
calling or visiting the local 
county ASCS office.

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Meat Production 
Statistics Noted 


Commercial red meat pro 
duction for July in Maryland 
and Delaware totalled 8.8 mil- 
lion pounds, announced the 
Maryland-Delaware Crop 
Reporting Service. Production 
decreased four percent from 
last month, but was eight per- 
cent above the previous year. 
The January to July total 
amounted to 69.9 million 
pounds, two percent above the 
same period a year earlier. 

Cattle slaughter in July total- 
led 4,800 head conipared with 
4,500 in June 1981 and 5,100 in 
July 1980. Liveweight averaged 
1,106 pounds for the month, 10 
pounds heavier than the 
previous month and 16 pounds 
heavier than last year. Total 
liveweight, at 5.29 million 
pounds, increased six percent 
from June, but dropped five 
percent below a year earlier. 

Calves slaughtered during 
June dropped 50¢ head below 
June to 2,100 head. Total live- 
weight stood at 681.90) pounds 
for an average of 328 pounds per 
head.

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Plastic Loop To 
Be Used In War 
Against Mastitis 


A small, inexpensive plastic 
loop could be the answer to a $2 
billion a year problem for the 
nation’s dairy industry and its 
11 million dairy cattle, accord- 
ing to a release from the Uni- 
versity of Maryland Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. 

The polyethylene loop is 
called an intramammary 
device (IMD) and the costly 
problem is mastitis, an infec- 
tion of a cow’s udder that de- 
creases mtulk yield and quality 
while wreaking economic havoc 
with dairy farmers. 

Inserting the IMD in a cow’s 
udder may reduce the incidence 
of mastitis infection, according 
to Dr. Robert R. Peters of the 
University of Maryland, who is 
conducting the first large-scale 
field trials of the device since its 
invention by a California veteri- 
liaridn. 

In fact, says Dr. Peters, the 
little plastic loop could curb the 
$°4 million annual loss suffered 
by Maryland’s dairymen alone 
by as much as 44 percent, with 
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no subsequent loss in quality or 
quantity of milk yield. 

‘The principle is very 
simple,” says Dr. Peters who. 
in cooperation with researchers 
at USDA in Beltsville and 
master's candidate Norm 
Corlett. is field testing the loop 
on Carroll County farms for the 
University of Maryland's Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station 

‘Once inserted, the device 
causes a mild irritation which 
triggers the release of leuco- 
cytes—or white blood cells —in 
the udder. 

“The white blood cells, in turn 
destroy the bacteria causing 
mastitis,” he says. Until now. 
dairy farmers have battled 
mastitis with preventive 
measures such as dipping the 
u;dder and treating with ap- 
proved drugs. 

While these measures have 


been responsible for reducing 
mastitits by as much as 50 per- 
cent a year, their use causes 
cattle to become susceptible to 
more severe forms of the in- 
fection. 

Thus, says Dr. Peters. new 
methods of prevention are 
needed to combat the wider 
spectrum of mastitis 
pathogeis 

Normally. a cow has its own 
natural immunities to an infec- 
tion—the white blood cells. 
However, it takes nearly 24 
hours for white blood cell counts 
to rise sufficiently to counteract 
an invading infection. 

By that time, according to Dr 
Peters, the infection may be en- 
trenched. 

The IMD, on the other hand, 
prompts a ready supply of white 
blood cells to prevent the 
bacterial buildup and programs

Fall Webworm 
Now Making [ts 


Vnnnal \ppearannce 


Those silky colonies now 
appearing on the tips of tree 
branches around the state are 
created by the fall webworm 
reports Dr. J. Lee Hellman, 
Extension insect specialist and 
associate professor of ento- 
mology at the University of 
Maryland 


Dr Hellman says there ts a 
vencral misconception that 
those silky colonies are the 
work of the eastern tent cater- 
pillar, a pest which usually 
shows up in May und has 
preference for wild) cherry, 
crabapple and similar trees. 

The Marvland Extension 
specialist’ explains, however, 
that the webwornt feasts on the 
leaves of a wide variety of 
leaf-losing (deciduous! trees 
throughout the summer and 
that this is the pest that many 
persons are now noticing. 

In the Mid-Atlantic area. the 
webworm produces twa or 
three penerations per vear. But 
it goes virtually unnoticed until 
August, when the largest brood 
usually appears 


The webworn Is easier to 
control and is) probably less 
damaging than its distant 
cousin, the tent caterpillar 
Hellman says. It builds silky 
nests at the ends of prominent 
branches and generally devours 
leaves only in sections of the 
tree close to its nest. 

By contrast. tent caterpillars 
hide their nests in the forks of 
branches and range far from 
their home base, sometimes 
devouriny all of the leaves ona 
tree. 

Each nest of fall webworms 
contains 100 to 200 caterpillars, 
and there may be 10 or more 
nests per infested tree during 
peak outbreak vears, Dr Hell- 
man conunented But one or 
two nests per infested tree Is the 
usual number 

The main problem with web- 
worms ts that they can create 
unsightly conditions for home- 
owners. the Maryland entomo- 
logist nuted But there ts mount- 
ing belef that this native 
crawler plays an increasingly 
important rule in the expanding 
fight azainat the much more de-

structive gypsy moth, an 
imported pest that ravages 
woodlands in the northeast 

Webwortn pupae or larvae 
furnish material on which 
native parasites that may 
attack the gypsy moth can over- 
winter, Dr. Hellman points out. 

Mechanical methods of 
control include the following: 
prune infested branch tips and 
dispose of them in a garbage 
can; or comb off webworm 
tents with hands or a leaf rake; 
and crush the caterpillars, burn 
them, or dispose of them in 
vwarbage can. 

Chemical control measures 
should be reserved primarily 
for infestations of caterpillars 
that are difficult to reach, Hell- 
man said. They involve using 
une of the following insecticides 
according to label instructions 
carbarv] ¢Sevin); diazinon 
tincluding Spectracide insect 
sprays): ‘and = certain 
nitlathion formulations. 

For immature caterpillars. 
persons can use a_ bacterial 
ayvent such as Bl (Dipel or 
Thuricide). 

Additional information 1s 
avatlable from county offices of 
the Maryland Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service. Since chemical 
formulations for controlling the 
fall webworm are identical to 
those for the tent caterpillar. 
Interested persons may want to 
ask for free muimeographed 
information sheet titled The 
Eastern Tent Caterpillar (Ente 
mology leaflet 21).

The 
$175 milhon Bloomington proy- 
ect includes. among other 
tings, a éé-stury control tower, 
a 90-foot high dike, a large spill- 
way and a 1,619-foot tunnel used 
to divert the flow of the North 
Braneh during the construction 
period. The dam itself is nearly 
300 feet high, and up to 18M) feet 
wide at the base.
